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Finding identity and a home in future White America

JVIaNY white Nationalists are 
immobilized by the threat of extinction. 
We find ourselves lost and alone, searching 
for that homeland that never was, one 
which is unified, advanced and racially 
aware. In all our professed belief in White 
identity. White Nationalists lack the 
consensus of a common direction and 
identity of our own. We need not a divided 
and multi-pronged movement, but a 
single force to be reckoned with like Adolf 
Hitler’s NSDAP. 

Growing up as a child there were three 
realities for which I was always thankful. 
First, that I was healthy, with a sound mind. 
Second, that I was an American. Third, that 
I was White. This wasn’t because I felt a 
sense of White privilege or, for that matter, 
that I felt I was better than someone who 
was not White. No, it ran deeper than that. 
I was thankful because I knew who I was. 
As a student of the Western humanities in 
college, I realized, unlike many college 
students today, the track record of other 
peoples and that of my own. I was aware of 
our great accomplishments as a people 
and learned that nearly every invention ^ 
of any real significance, which did not r 
include peanut butter, was created by 
my race, the White race. I was prideful 
simply because I was White. This was 
before Bill Clinton and later Barack 
Obama led the bully pulpit against 
such feelings. It was a period of 
strength and empowerment for me and 
everyone who felt as I did. I also was close 
to my grandparents, and the old ones in our 
family. They told me what growing up in 
America was like when they were young. 
They told me, with their own pride, what 
made America great. Every true American 
knew from a very early age that he or she 
was part of something greater than oneself 
In those days, we went to public schools, 
and received a celebratory education in our 
history. This instilled patriotism in every 
young White American child. We gave a 
pledge of allegiance to the American 
flag, and no one issued a lawsuit or even 
questioned it. No one dared kneel before it. 
We had a respect for authority. Lawlessness 
was condemned as anti-American, and our 
traditional values and holidays were safe 
from condemnation and ridicule. If we 
allow this false doctrine of cultural relativism 
to continue invading our society and raping 
our Aryan culture and heritage, then we 
will become a forgotten people. 

Raised on negative images 

There is an intense, uncontrollable 
longing that marks our daily lives. We 
know there is something out of place. From 
the moment we are born, it is there. All 
true Americans face this unsettling reality 
every day. The constant headline of the daily 
internet news feeds on our cell phones or 
the TV seem to desensitize us to any feeling 
of hope, and inclination to believe our 
countries, our White World, can be 
salvaged and restored. It strikes us hard, 
and we are overwhelmed by a profound 
sadness. We know we are approaching the 
greatest of tribulations. To unlock this 
enigma and find our way home seems 
impossible to us; we are a people forever 
lost and bereft of hope. We long for home, 
but can we and will we find it? 

Part of the problem is our inability to fully 
embrace what I call cultural determinism. 
We cannot bring ourselves to decide, as a 
society, what kind of culture and what kind 
of population we want as a Nation, nor can 
we even define what a Nation should be. 

When sanity prevailed 

In the early years of this country, 
immigration was confined to White 
Europeans. The Naturalization Act of 1790 
and 1795 reserved the right of immigration 
and naturalization to any “free White 
person of good character.” Author Philip 
Snyder writes: “More than 80 percent of

the population of colonial America was 
British - English, Scottish and Ulster Irish. 
The remainder included Germans - a tenth 
of the colonists - and French, Spanish, 
Portuguese, Dutch, Finns, Swiss and Swedes. 
This variety of peoples had one strong 
motivating force in common: they were 
virtually all zealous Protestants.” Benjamin 
Franklin, one of the most important 
statesmen, scientists and thinkers of 
American history, wanted to push for even 
stricter immigration and naturalization 
policies. In fact, in a brief essay entitled 
“Observations on the Increase of Mankind, 
Peopling of Countries, Etc.” (1751), he 
wanted to restrict to and encourage the 
immigration of blonde, blue-eyed Nordic 
people coming to America, excluding 
southern Germans and some Eastern 
Europeans including Jews. Due to U. S. 
immigration policy in the intervening 
years after the signing of the Constitution, 
there were very few Jews in America to 
be of any determining factor in the way its 
society or government was run. 

Virtually no indigenous American 
(Whites, not Indians) is ignorant of the 
opening lines to the Declaration of 
Independence, penned by founding father 
and former President Thomas Jefferson: 
“We hold these truths to be self-evident, 
that all Men are created equal.” He was not 
endorsing diversity or multiculturalism, 
as many Americans erroneously believe. 
Jefferson was talking about the equality 
between the British colonies and British 
crown, and the right of British subjects to 
declare their independence and be self- 
governing. Thomas Jefferson was a slave 
owner and didn’t consider the races equal 
at all. Despite this, he came to believe the 
institution of slavery was immoral and 
would eventually end. But, for Jefferson, 
an end to slavery could only mean the 
deportation of all Blacks back to Africa. 
Jefferson wrote this with regard to the 
African race question: “Nothing is more 
certainly written in the book of fate than 
these people are to be free. Nor is it less 
certain that these two races, equally free, 
cannot live in the same government.” Not 
only did he want the Blacks deported, he 
wanted to make sure that they “were 
beyond the reach of mixture.” James 
Madison totally agreed with Jefferson. He 
wanted the U. S. government to buy out 
every slave in the Union and ship them 
back to West Africa. This did not sit well 


with the Jewish slave owners who faced 
losing millions. After serving as President, 
Madison was chairman of the American 
Colonization Society, whose purpose was 
to repatriate the slaves back to Africa. At 
the inaugural meeting of the Society, 
Henry Clay said the following with regard 
to the mission of this organization: “to rid 
our country of a useless and pernicious, if 
not dangerous portion of the population.” 
Many of the most prominent names in 
our Nation’s history, names that now get 
lost to Malcolm X and Martin Luther King, 
were not only members of the American 
Colonization Society, but officers. Such 
distinguished leaders include General and 
later President Andrew Jackson, Daniel 
Webster, Stephen Douglas, William Stewart, 
Francis Scott Keith, Winfield Scott and 
John Marshall. 

When the territory of Oregon joined the 
Union in 1859, its Constitution prohibited 
Blacks not only from being citizens of that 
State but barred them from entering Oregon 
territory altogether. Most politicians are 
concerned only with recruiting the Black 
and Hispanic vote, not serving the interests 
of true native Americans, meaning Whites. 
But here is what our former President 
James Garfield had to say: “[I have] a 
strong feeling of repugnance when I think 
of the Negro being made our political 
equal and I would be glad if they could be 
colonized, sent to heaven or got rid of in 
any decent way.” Later President Theodore 
Roosevelt allowed he had “not been able to 
think out a solution to the terrible problem 
of the presence of the Negro on this 
continent.” And President William Harding: 
“This is not a question of social equality, but 
a question of recognizing a fundamental, 
eternal, inescapable difference.” America, 
and for that matter Europe, has been on a 
downward spiral since the destruction of 
National Socialist Germany. Our culture, 
America’s remembrance and respect for 
the key figures of its history, has been lost. 
Also in mortal crisis are America’s values. 
Our general perception of ourselves and 
the nature of foreigners has been greatly 
injured. America is left socially engineered, 
its power diminished. Everyone knows who 
Elvis is, John Lennon, Jimmy Hendrix, 
Bob Marley, Martin Luther King and, of 
course, the main incarnation of Satan 
himself, Adolf Hitler. But very few can 
identify the men I mentioned above, or 
understand what is at stake if traditional 
America is not returned to dominance. 

Karl Marx, the founder of Communism, 
wrote that you cannot understand the human 
condition unless you understand first the 
concept of alienation. In Marxism, this is 
analogous to the exploitation and alienation 
of the worker by the ruling class. German 
philosopher Martin Heidegger, in writing 
from a completely different philosophical 
perspective, said it’s as if humanity were 


living in a state of homelessness, “a sense 
that we are living in a place that’s not really 
home.” 

Albert Camus, a French writer in the 
early 20th century who was known for his 
political journalism, novels and essays, 
wrote: “Beauty is unbearable, drives us 
to despair, offering us for a minute the 
glimpse of an eternity that we should like 
to stretch out over the whole of time. But 
we do not even have that consolation... 
Why this and that, this woman, that job or 
appetite for the future? To put it all in a 
nutshell, why this eagerness to live in 
limbs that are destined to rot? For most 
men, the approach of dinner, the arrival of 
a letter, or a smile from a passing girl are 
enough to help them get around it. But the 
man who lives to dig into ideas finds that 
being face to face with this particular one 
makes his life impossible. And to live with 
the feeling that life is pointless gives rise to 
anguish. From sheer living against the 
stream, the whole of one’s being can be 
overcome with disgust and revulsion, and 
this revolt of the body is what is called 
nausea.” 

Uneasy assent 

No one wants to face reality. Especially 
those people of White European descent. 
The reality of losing our culture - Western 
civilization - to others seems unbearable, 
so we hide behind our bread and circuses, 
fearful to speak out and make a difference. 
That feeling of being out of place which 
so many young European-Americans face 
today is a longing for a home, or rather 
homeland, they’ve never had. They have 
no personal experience in what being part 
of a White, European Nation is like. They 
are instead forced to accept the truths and 
identity of a people other than their own. 
They are strangers in their own countries. 

C. S. Lewis wrote: “Though being hungry 
does not prove I will get food, surely being 
hungry proves there is such a thing as food. 
You say the material universe is ugly, 
unjust. You don’t like it. If you were just 
the product of a material universe, if that’s 
all you are, why don’t you feel at home in 
it? Do fish complain about the sea for 
being wet? We feel wet when we get into 
water because we’re not aquatic creatures. 

“Then why don’t you feel at home here? 
The only possible explanation is that home 
is somewhere else.” 

That’s exactly correct. Our home is 
somewhere else. Not another country, or 
somewhere beyond the stars, but a time 
now passed, a community of the people. 
This country known as the United States 
of America may fly the same flag as our 
almost forgotten homeland. It may use the 
ensigns, symbols and some of the discourse 
of what we identify with the Republic the 
Founding Fathers created, but it is not the 
same. The Republic is dead. Nor can we 
seem to reproduce the America we knew. 
We can vote in someone who promises to 
“Make America Great Again,” but whom 
does that person serve, truly? 

As long as immigrants swarm into our 
country and living space there is guaranteed 
change, but not the transformation so many 
European-Americans hope for. The change 
that is happening now means less and less 
of true America and an ever present rising 
tide of immigration. That means an ever 
shrinking White Aryan population and 
another victory for our age-old enemy: The 
Jew. 

The road ahead 

As long as diversity, multiculturalism 
and political correctness remain the focus 
of everything we say and do, we shall 
neither rediscover that long lost White 
America or even hope to create a new 
White ethno-State to save our oppressed 
millions. Political correctness, we must 
remember, is a code word for Cultural 
Marxism. As long as we refuse to take 
definite precautions to defend ourselves 
and our homelands from this non-White 
and Jewish infestation, we shall not find 
that home again.

What 
does this mean? 

We Southern nationalists in The League 
see our fellow SNs as brothers and sisters, 
part of a nuclear biological/genetic kith 
and kin family that shares a common 
cultural and geographic - and sometimes 
ethnic - background. We have our own 
history, our own heroes and our own 
symbols. We are who we are because of

We are Southerners and we have a 
sublime inheritance to uphold and pass on 
to coming generations. 

But we dare not isolate ourselves and 
ignore the plight of our White cousins 
elsewhere - in other States, Canada, 
Europe, southern Africa, Australia, New 
Zealand, and wherever else our people 
may live. Yes, they are our racial cousins. 
While they might not be as close and as 
dear to us as our fellow Southerners, they 
are still part of our larger racial/ethnic 
family. And we must treat them as such. 

What does this mean for us in The 
League? It means that we ought to seek 
them out as allies, supporters and often as 



actual members. Obviously, some of these 
folks who live in the U. S. are transplanted 
Southerners who have left the South for 
various reasons (work, family, school, 
military service, etc.) but have not lost their 
Southern identity. They should be embraced 
as part of our nuclear family. 

others may simply identify 
with the South in fundamental 
ways despite having no native 
connection to Dixie. 

We should embrace them as our extended 
family, meaning that we should elicit their 
support and even their membership in our 
organization if they show a willingness to 
serve the primary cause we serve: the 
survival, well-being, and independence of 
the Southern people. 

By fighting to preserve the blood and 
soil South and her people, we are indirectly 
serving the cause of a larger White nation¬ 
alism. The South is likely to be ground zero 


in the battle for the very survival of our 
race. Much of Europe seems already lost, 
at least for the time being, as do other 
regions of North America. Only in the 
South is there the residue and remembrance 
of recent resistance to the anti-Christian 
globalist order. Over the past 150 years 
traditional Southerners have fought harder 
than anyone else against the poison of 
equality, multiculturalism and leftist ideas 
of diversity and tolerance. And we still 
fight today. 

But we do not fight only for ourselves; 
rather, we fight to aid in the re-establishment 
of a White hegemony over all the lands 
we have inherited from our noble and 
courageous ancestors. Once we make the 
South White Man’s Land again, we must 
use it as a base from which to reconquer 
all that our people have lost, especially in 
the remainder of North America and in 
Europe. Our enemies must be completely 
deprived of any footholds or bridgeheads 
in our territory lest they use them to renew 
their attacks against us and our posterity. 

To be successful in leading this fight - 
and honestly, who else is going to lead it? - 
we must have the requisite numbers and 
material and financial support. We cannot 
do that by restricting ourselves to working 
only with our nuclear family here in the 
South. Yes, that is our base, and as such 
it must be our main focus. But, to neglect 
the larger scope of both problem and 
opportunity would, in my estimation, be 
a grave mistake. We must, and shall, as 


Southern nationalists reach out to offer aid 
to our White cousins wherever they may be 
found. In doing this, we extend a hand of 
friendship and cooperation in a dark and 
troubled time in the history of our race. 
Our enemies do not draw fine distinctions 
between us White folks. To them, we are 
all White Devils. Time and circumstance 
may force us to join together to fight back 
and show them just how fierce White 
Devils can be when our backs are to the 
wall. 

Looking ahead 

In our unity there is ultimate victory. 
Hail Victory and Hail Dixie, our homeland. 
And Hail the White World restored.

his State of the Union address. 
President Donald Trump called for national 
unity. Only in absolute tyranny would all 
America unanimously agree upon anything. 

Man is a paradoxical creature: he 
simultaneously wants both dependence 
upon and yet independence from his fellow 
man.

abhorred in the first century of our Nation’s 
history. The late President Ronald Reagan 
once said, “Government has a tendency not 
to solve problems, just to rearrange them.” 
Did the Constitution’s 13th Amendment 
really outlaw slavery? It did not! Slavery 
was just rearranged, in the form of a one- 
size-fits-all federaFnational government in 
Washington D.C. 

What are individual State prerogatives? 
These are those not explicitly enumerated 
in the text of the U. S. Constitution, and are 
thus left to the prerogatives of the States. 
Examples are all the domestic social 
welfare issues, e.g., education and health 
care. In these, the federal government has 
absolutely no authority whatsoever. These 
issues touch us the most closely and 
personally. America in the 19th century 
once fought a war over these competing 
claims, federal government authority 
versus individual State claims. 



But, today the opposite extreme exists. 
The central government in Washington D.C. 
has all but usurped all individual States’ 
prerogatives. This usurpation is just another 
form of slavery which we supposedly 
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Thomas Jefferson said, “It 
is not by the consolidation, 
or concentration, of powers, 
but by their distribution, that 
good government is effected.”

Obviously, Maryland, Massachusetts, 
Mississippi, Missouri and Montana need not 
have all the same laws. Their demographic, 
economic and logistic situations are not 
identical.

They therefore declared God, not 
man, to be the source of all human rights, 
and all human law.

iVlatthew Heimbach’s “National 
Socialism or Death” college speaking tour 
began Saturday afternoon, February 17, in 
Buehler Hall despite opposition and protest 
from the UT community. 

Heimbach is chairman of 
the Traditionalist Worker Party ■ 

(TWP), a White nationalist 
organization which aims to 
create a White ethnostate. 

Heimbach was involved with 
organizing the Charlottesville, 

Virginia, protest supporting 
Confederate monuments. He is 
from Indiana and graduated 
with a degree in history from 
Towson University, Maryland, 
where his involvement in 
White nationalist and neo-Nazi 
movements began. 

About 35 White nationalists, along with 
media affiliates, attended the event. No UT 
students attended. Heimbach said security 
officials did not allow UT students to 
attend. A Knoxville Police Department 
(KPD) officer confirmed there were no 
extra security stipulations on students and 
that they were allowed to attend. 

TWP members met in the 11th Street 
Garage where Heimbach spoke briefly to 
them and led them in a chant. They 
marched in formation across the Pedestrian 
Bridge into Buehler Hall. 

After a TWP member introduced 
Heimbach, the audience stood to clap, and 
many said, “Heil Heimbach,” while giving a 
Nazi salute. Heimbach started by discussing 
his frustrations with the amount of security 
at the lecture. 

“Are you really free if you have to go 
through a security checkpoint? Are you 
really free (given) the fact that people want 
to threaten to kill you, and if they had that 
ability, they would? We do not live in a free 
society. We live in a Lovecraftian horror 
landscape that LARPs (live action role 
plays) as a free society,” Heimbach said. 

Encourages followers 

Heimbach’s speech focused on TWP’s 
25 points, the ideas Heimbach has for a 
White ethnostate in North America. Points 
discuss healthcare, national socialism, gun 
ownership, the media, traditional gender 
roles and more. Much of Heimbach’s speech 
was devoted to encouraging members to 
continue with their involvement. 

“Let’s just choose something different. 
That’s what national socialism brings 
forward. We’re taking the best parts of both 
political ideologies, and we’re actually 
fighting for our people. You don’t have to 
choose bad. You don’t have to choose evil. 
You can choose something that actually 
makes your kids’ lives better,” Heimbach 
said. “Our party has gone from eight 
members that met in a Perkins that could 
almost fit in one booth... to being able to 
have international contacts around the 
globe.” 

While encouraging supporters, Heimbach 
discussed protestors and potential backlash. 

“They’re (protestors) scared of us. 
That’s why they’re out there. They’re 
scared of us. But a national socialist 
knows: What’s the worst they can do? Fire 
you from a 10-dollar-an-hour job? Call 


you names on the internet? Okay. The 
worst they can do is kill you,” Heimbach 
said. “There is nothing greater you can do 
in your entire life... than to lay down your 
life for your brother, and we understand 
that means our people. We need to be able 



to understand this, so if the worst they can 
do is kill you, that’s an honor. That’s a 
privilege.” 

Heimbach, who did not serve in the 
military, said that he would require men to 
serve in the ethnostate’s military for two 
years, and 18-year-old, unmarried women 
would be required to work for two years in 
healthcare or childcare. Heimbach would 
require men who had finished military 
work to keep their guns in their homes. 

“An armed man is a free man. No one 
has the right to take away your ability to 
defend yourself and your family - no 
politician, no one but maybe God himself 
because He gave you those arms in the first 
place,” Heimbach said. “You have a duty 
and a responsibility to defend yourself and 
your family.” 

TWP members are proponents of 
stereotypical gender roles and believe only 
heterosexual relationships should exist. 

Did you miss it? 


Heimbach referred to gay and transgender 
lifestyles and drug addictions as mental 
illnesses and antisocial behaviors. 

“Antisocial behaviors are actually 
rewarded in this society. We (society) say 
being a good citizen and being a steward to 
your fellow kinsmen, whether man or 
woman, according to your roles, that is the 
highest honor of being an antisocial freak,” 
Heimbach said. 

As a White nationalist group, Heimbach 
said people often believe his group hates 
non-Whites, but he said this is untrue. 

“I was asked by a reporter one time like, 
‘What would you do if a Black person was 
coming into your country?’ I 
was like, ‘Make sure he would 
get a visa, just as every country 
does when foreign peoples 
come into your Nation,”’ 
Heimbach said. “There’s a lot 
you can do with people of color 
while respecting our racial 
differences and boundaries.” 

Plans for the future 

The ethnostate Heimbach 
hopes for is one he believes he 
may not see. Instead, he said he 
is starting a movement towards 
making it possible for future generations. 

“This current system can’t last forever. 
It’s up to us to work together for our future. 
We have a fundamental right to organize, 
survive and build a future for our people,” 
Heimbach said. “If you want to combat 
social injustice, you must replace it with 
actual justice that’s found in a national 
socialism. Our ideas... are built upon the 
future. Every other option leads to death.” 

Heimbach’s lecture tour is meant to 
continue on college campuses, and he has 
not announced the next university he will 
attend. He said Saturday’s lecture helped 
his organization. 

“The fact that it (the event) was so over 
the top that we just wanted to come, talk 
about positions, what we really believe that 
we have to bring out one step below the 
National Guard, it raised a lot of interest. 
So I think there’s a lot of UTK students, a 
lot of students in general, that are hearing

Peecee protests 

Although the university had a designated 
demonstration area for Heimbach’s lecture 
which required a security checkpoint and 
clear bag policy, members of the UT 
community gathered in front of Hoskins 
Library and along the sidewalk across the 
street from the location of Heimbach’s talk 
to protest. 

UT Police Department (UTPD) Chief of 
Police and Associate Vice Chancellor for 
Public Safety Troy Lane estimated that 
there were 250 protestors. KPD, UTPD, 
Tennessee Highway Patrol and the Knox 
County Sheriffs Office worked on safety 
and crowd control throughout these areas. 

Following the talk and protest. Chancellor 
Beverly Davenport held a press conference 
to discuss her values against racism. 
Davenport had repeatedly expressed prior 
to Heimbach’s lecture that no one at the 
university invited the group and that she 
did not welcome them. 

“Our work continues. It didn’t begin 
today; it won’t end today. It’s a lifelong 
process to fight for justice, for those values 
that we believe in,” Davenport said. “Racism 
is something that we talk about, that we 
work on, that we study. We’ll continue to 
work on that.”

\Jf all the shameless people serving in 
the administration of the shameless Donald 
Trump, one looks in vain for anyone more 
ignorant, ill-informed and crass than the 
United States Ambassador to the United 
Nations. Nikki Haley has proven repeatedly 
that she is an embarrassment on the world 
stage, and the fact that she seems completely 
oblivious to her repeated acts of appalling 
stupidity is only further evidence of it. 

Programed like a robot 

Her most recent foray into the world 
of head-scratching nonsense occurred on 
Tuesday, February 20. She basically, in 
her most eloquent way (not!), told the 
Palestinian government that she wouldn’t 
“shut up,” as was very appropriately 
suggested to her. She suggested that the 
Palestinians take “.. .the path of negotiation 
and compromise.” 

One wonders what color the sky is on 
Haley’s planet. Her disconnect from reality 
is so severe that it’s a wonder she is able to 
string two words together coherently (she 
seldom makes it much past two). Why, 
one might reasonably ask, is it always the 
Palestinians who have to compromise? 
Why is no demand ever made on Israel? 

A few facts, those pesky things that Haley 
apparent disdains, may be enlightening. 

■ In 1947, the Nation of Palestine, by 
decree of the newly-formed United Nations, 
was partitioned to establish Israel. Over 
750,000 Palestinians were driven from 
their homes; many of them, and/or their 
descendants, live in refugee camps to this 
day. Thousands of Palestinians were brutally 
slaughtered. 

■ Since that time, Israel has encroached 
on Palestinian land, destroying tens of 
thousands of Palestinian homes to make 
room for Israel-only settlements which are 
illegal according to international law. 

■ Israel illegally occupies the West Bank, 
and arrests without charge men, women 
and children. It also kills unarmed men, 
women and children, sometimes on camera, 
with complete impunity. 

■ The Israel Defense Forces (read: Israeli 
terrorists) stand idly by as Israeli settlers 
(another version of Israeli terrorists), 
assault and kill innocent Palestinians, raid 
their homes and forcibly and illegally evict 
them and desecrate their sacred buildings. 

■ The illegal Israel blockade of the Gaza 
Strip is slowly and painfully strangling the 
nearly two million people who live in what 
is often described as the world’s largest 
open air prison. These people are in 
this “prison” despite never having been 
charged with any crime, other than what, in 
Israel’s opinion, is the crime of being 
Palestinian. 

■ Israel’s leaders have called for the 
murders of pregnant Palestinian women, 
saying the “little snakes” must be 
destroyed. 

■ Israel’s leaders justify racism by stating 
that it is necessary to maintain the “purity” 
of the Jewish State. 

Must be wearing blinders 

Does Haley not see that Israel has any 
role in this? Does she fail to understand 
why Palestinians, including their spineless 
leaders, might feel some hostility towards 
Israel? Does she not recognize that Israel 
has a dismal human rights record and is 
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in violation of numerous international 
laws? She seems to buy into the concept 
articulated by Palestinian activist Hanan 
Ashrawi: “The Palestinians are the only 
people on earth required to guarantee the 
security of the occupier, while Israel is the 
only country that demands protection from 
its victims.” 

Haley wants Palestinians to “negotiate 
and compromise.” Israel, in its oh-so- 
magnanimous way, is always willing to 
negotiate “without preconditions.” That 
means that it will talk at the negotiation 
table as it takes more and more Palestinian 
land, and kills and imprisons more and 
more innocent Palestinian people. Such 
“negotiations” have occurred off and on 
for decades; the only result is decreasing 
Palestinian land and increasing oppression 


of the Palestinians by Israel. 

The U. S. has been the 
dishonest mediator of these 
negotiations the entire time, 
and its clear bias towards 
Israel is nowhere questioned; 
it cannot now, and never 
could, be an honest mediator. 

And this writer will ask once again why 
anyone thinks negotiations are possible or 
necessary. They are not possible, because 
negotiations can only occur between two 
parties, each of which has something the other 
wants, that it can only get by surrendering 
something it has. Israel takes whatever 
it wants from Palestine with complete 
impunity. 

Negotiations are not necessary, because 
international law recognizes Palestine’s 
and Israel’s borders as those established in 
1947. If this writer robs a bank, no one 
would suggest that he and the bank 
manager “negotiate” how much of the 
money he must return. When caught, he 
must simply return it all, and suffer the 
consequences of his crime. Israel has stolen 
huge amounts of land from Palestine. The 
settlements must all be vacated, and the 


land returned to the Palestinians. Haley 
should be reminded that international law 
forbids an occupying country from moving 
its citizens permanently onto occupied 
land. Of course, with her disdain for 
international law, she would dismiss this 
concept, assuming she had sufficient 
intelligence to understand it. 

Enough indeed 

Surveys in the U. S. repeatedly show 
diminished support for Israel and increasing 
support for Palestine. This has alarmed 
even Israel’s leaders, who recognize that 
the younger generation of U. S. citizens, 
the U. S.’s future leaders, are no longer 
supporting the racist ideology of Zionism. 
It is time for people who recognize Israel’s 
constant, horrific crimes to seize the 
narrative and confront Haley and the other 
administration officials, and members of 
Congress who are beholden not to their 
constituents but to pro-Israeli lobbies, and 
enable the Palestinians to live in the peace 
and human dignity that all people deserve 
- and that the U. S. and Israel have for 
generations denied them. 

Haley’s ridiculous pronouncements at 
the U. N. notwithstanding, Palestine will 
be free. Those of us who believe in human 
rights must make it so.

GENTLEMEN OF THE CONGRESS 
of government. Thus the sovereign State of 
the Confederate States of America, friends 
and fellow-citizens: Called to the difficult 
and responsible station of chief executive 
of the provisional government you have 
instituted, I approach the discharge of the 
duties assigned to me with a humble 
distrust of my abilities, but with a sustaining 
confidence in the wisdom of those who are 
to guide and to aid me in the administration 
of public affairs, and an abiding faith in the 


virtue and patriotism of the people. Looking 
forward to the speedy establishment of a 
permanent government to take the place of 
this, and which by its greater moral and 
physical power will be better able to combat 
the many difficulties which arise from the 
conflicting interests of separate Nations, I 
enter upon the duties of the office to which 
I have been chosen with the hope that the 
beginning of our career as a Confederacy 
may not be obstructed by hostile opposition 
to our enjoyment of the separate existence 
and independence which we have asserted, 
and, with the blessing of Providence, intend 
to maintain. Our present condition, achieved 
in a manner unprecedented in the history 
of Nations, illustrates the American idea 
that governments rest upon the consent of 
the governed, and that it is the right of the 
people to alter or abolish governments 
whenever they become destructive of the 
ends for which they were established. The 
declared purpose of the compact of union 
from which we have withdrawn was “to 
establish justice, insure domestic tranquility, 
provide for the common defense, promote 
the general welfare and secure the blessings 
of liberty to ourselves and our posterity”; 
and when, in the judgment of the sovereign 
States now composing this Confederacy, it 
had been perverted from the purposes for 
which it was ordained, and had ceased to 
answer the ends for which it was established, 
a peaceful appeal to the ballot box declared 
that, so far as they were concerned, the 
government created by that compact should 
cease to exist. In this they merely asserted a 
right that the Declaration of Independence 
of 1776 had defined to be inalienable; of 
the time and occasion for its exercise, they, 
as sovereigns, were the final judges, each 
for itself The impartial and enlightened 
verdict of mankind will vindicate the 
rectitude of our conduct, and He who knows 
the hearts of men will judge of the sincerity 
with which we labored to preserve the 
government of our fathers in its spirit. The 
right solemnly proclaimed at the birth of 
the States, and which has been affirmed 
and reaffirmed in the bills of rights of 
States subsequently admitted into the 
union of 1789 undeniably recognizes in the 
people the power to resume the authority 
delegated for the purposes here represented 
proceeded to form this Confederacy, and 
it is by abuse of language that their act 
has been denominated a revolution. They 
formed a new alliance, but within each 
State its government has remained, the 
rights of person and property have not been 
disturbed. The agent through whom they 
communicated with foreign Nations is 
changed, but this does not necessarily 
interrupt their international relations. 
Sustained by the consciousness that the 
transition from the former union to the 
present Confederacy has not proceeded 
from a disregard on our part of just 
obligations, or any failure to perform every 
constitutional duty, moved by no interest 
or passion to invade the rights of others, 
anxious to cultivate peace and commerce 
with all Nations, if we may not hope to avoid 
war, we may at least expect that posterity will 
acquit us of having needlessly engaged in it. 
Doubly justified by the absence of wrong 
on our part, and by wanton aggression on 
the part of others, there can be no cause to 
doubt that the courage and patriotism of 
the people of the Confederate States will be 
found equal to any measures of defense 
that honor and security may require. An 
agricultural people whose chief interest is 
the export of a commodity required in 
every manufacturing country, our true 
policy is peace, and the freest trade that our 
necessities will permit. It is alike our interest 
and that of all those to whom we would sell 
and from whom we would buy that there 
should be the fewest practicable restrictions 
upon the interchange of commodities. There 
can be but little rivalry between ours and 
any manufacturing or navigating community 
such as the Northeastern States of the 
American Union. It must follow, therefore. 


that a mutual interest would invite good 
will and kind offices. If, however, 
passion or the lust of dominion should 
cloud the judgment or inflame the 
ambition of those States, we must 
prepare to meet the emergency and to 
maintain, by the final arbitrament of 
the sword, the position that we have 
assumed among the Nations of the Earth. 

We have entered upon the career of 
independence, and it must be inflexibly 
pursued. Through many years of 
controversy with our late associates, 
the Northern States, we have vainly 
endeavored to secure tranquility and to 
obtain respect for the rights to which 
we were entitled. As a necessity, not a 
choice, we have resorted to the remedy 
of separation; and henceforth our 
energies must be directed to the conduct ^ 
of our own affairs, and the perpetuity of 
the Confederacy which we have formed. If 
a just perception of mutual interest shall 
permit us peaceably to pursue our separate 
political career, my most earnest desire will 
have been fulfilled. But, if this be denied to 
us, and the integrity of our territory and 
jurisdiction be assailed, it will but remain 
for us, with firm resolve, to appeal to arms 
and invoke the blessings of Providence 
on a just cause. As a consequence of our 
new condition and with a view to meet 
anticipated wants, it will be necessary to 
provide for the speedy and efficient 
organization of branches of the executive 
department, having special charge of foreign 
intercourse, finance, military affairs and the 
postal service. For purposes of defense, the 
Confederate States may, under ordinary 
circumstances, rely mainly upon their militia, 
but it is deemed advisable, in the present 
condition of affairs, that there should be a 
well-instructed and disciplined army, more 
numerous than would usually be required on 
a peace establishment. I also suggest that for 
the protection of our harbors and commerce 
on the high seas a navy adapted to those 
objects will be required. These necessities 
have doubtless engaged the attention of 
Congress. With a Constitution differing 
only from that of our fathers in so far as it is 
explanatory of their well-known intent, freed 
from the sectional conflicts which have 
interfered with the pursuit of the general 
welfare, it is not unreasonable to expect 
that States from which we have recently 
parted may seek to unite their fortunes with 
ours under the government which we have 
instituted. For this your Constitution makes 
adequate provision; but beyond this, if I 
mistake not the judgment and will of the 
people, a reunion with the States from which 
we have separated is neither practicable nor 
desirable. To increase the power, develop 
the resources and promote the happiness of 
a confederacy, it is requisite that there 
should be so much of homogeneity that 
the welfare of every portion shall be the aim 
of the whole. Where this does not exist, 
antagonisms are engendered which must 
and should result in separation. Actuated 
solely by the desire to preserve our own 
rights and promote our own welfare, the 
separation of the Confederate States has 
been marked by no aggression upon others 
and followed by no domestic convulsion. 
Our industrial pursuits have received no 
check. The cultivation of our fields has 
progressed as heretofore, and even should 
we be involved in war there would be no 
considerable diminution in the production 
of the staples which have constituted our 
exports and in which the commercial world 
has an interest scarcely less than our own. 
This common interest of the producer 
and consumer can only be interrupted by 
an exterior force which should obstruct 
its transmission to foreign markets - a 
course of conduct that would be as unjust 
toward us as it would be detrimental to 
manufacturing and commercial interests 
abroad. Should reason guide the action of 
the government from which we have 
separated, a policy so detrimental to the 
civilized world, the Northern States included. 
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Jefferson Davis Monument 
Montgomery, Alabama 

could not be dictated by even the strongest 
desire to inflict injury upon us; but 
otherwise a terrible responsibility will rest 
upon it, and the suffering of millions will 
bear testimony to the folly and wickedness 
of our aggressors. In the meantime there 
will remain to us, besides the ordinary 
means before suggested, the well-known 
resources for retaliation upon the commerce 
of an enemy. Experience in public stations, 
of subordinate grade to this that your 
kindness has conferred, has taught me that 
care and toil and disappointment are the 
price of official elevation. You will see 
many errors to forgive, many deficiencies 
to tolerate, but you shall not find in me 
either a want of zeal or fidelity to the cause 
that is to me highest in hope and of most 
enduring affection. Your generosity has 
bestowed upon me an undeserved distinction, 
one that I neither sought nor desired. Upon 
the continuance of that sentiment and upon 
your wisdom and patriotism I rely to direct 
and support me in the performance of the 
duty required at my hands. We have changed 
the constituent parts, but not the system of 
our government. The Constitution formed 
by our fathers is that of these Confederate 
States, in their exposition of it, and in the 
judicial construction it has received, we 
have a light that reveals its true meaning. 
Thus instructed as to the just interpretation 
of the instrument, and ever remembering 
that all offices are but trusts held for the 
people, and that delegated powers are to 
be strictly construed, I will hope, by due 
diligence in the performance of my duties, 
though I may disappoint your expectations, 
yet to retain, when retiring, something of the 
good will and confidence which welcome 
my entrance into office. It is joyous, in the 
midst of perilous times, to look around 
upon a people united in heart, where one 
purpose of high resolve animates and 
actuates the whole - where the sacrifices to 
be made are not weighed in the balance 
against honor and right and liberty and 
equality. Obstacles may retard, they cannot 
long prevent the progress of a movement 
sanctified by its justice, and sustained by a 
virtuous people. Reverently let us invoke the 
God of our fathers to guide and protect us 
in our efforts to perpetuate the principles 
which, by His blessing, they were able to 
vindicate, establish and transmit to their 
posterity, and with a continuance of His 
favor, ever gratefully acknowledged, we 
may hopefully look forward to success, to 
peace, and to prosperity.

In his 2018 State of the Union Address, 
president Trump expresses great concern 
regarding both the opioid crisis as well as 
the dramatic increase in heroin addiction in 
America without analyzing the underlying 
causes. 

Trump State of Union Address: 

. .In 2016, we lost 64,000 Americans 
to drug overdoses: 174 deaths per 
day. Seven per hour. We must get 
much tougher on drug dealers and 
pushers if we are going to succeed in 
stopping this scourge. 

“My Administration is committed 
to fighting the drug epidemic and 
helping get treatment for those in 
need. The struggle will be long and 
difficult - but, as Americans always 
do, we will prevail'' (emphasis added) 
Trump brings to the forefront the story 
of the Holets family of New Mexico: 

“Ryan Holets is 27 years old, and an 
officer with the Albuquerque Police 
Department. He is here tonight with 
his wife Rebecca. Last year, Ryan 
was on duty when he saw a pregnant, 
homeless woman preparing to inject 
heroin. When Ryan told her she was 
going to harm her unborn child, she 
began to weep. She told him she did 
not know where to turn, but badly 
wanted a safe home for her baby. 

“In that moment, Ryan said he felt 
God speak to him: ‘You will do it - 
because you can.’ He took out a 
picture of his wife and their four kids. 
Then, he went home to tell his wife 
Rebecca. In an instant, she agreed to 
adopt. The Holets named their new 
daughter Hope. 

“Ryan and Rebecca: You embody 
the goodness of our Nation. Thank 
you, and congratulations.” (emphasis 
added) 

Theatrics 

Beautiful narrative. The Nation weeps, 
Ryan was interviewed on CNN. While he 
and his family take a courageous stance 
against heroin addiction. Trump sheds 
crocodile tears. 

While Trump acknowledges that “there’s 
a drug epidemic the likes of which we have 
never seen in this country,” his national 
public health emergency plan fails to 
address the underlying causes. Getting 
“tougher on drug dealers and pushers” 
involved in the retail sale of heroin does 
not resolve the drug crisis. 

The unspoken truth is that the surge in 
heroin addiction in America has been 
spearheaded by the U. S. led invasion of 
Afghanistan in October 2001. 

Afghanistan under U. S. military control 
produces approximately 90% of the World’s 
illegal supply of opium which is used to 
make heroin. The production of opium in

Afghanistan registered a 49-fold increase 
since 2001. In 2017, the production of 
opium in Afghanistan under U. S. military 
occupation reached 9,000 metric tons. 

Taliban opium eradication 

Barely acknowledged by the main¬ 
stream media, in 2000-2001 the Taliban 
government - with the support of the 
United Nations (UNODC) - implemented 
a successful ban on poppy cultivation. 
Opium production which is used to make 
grade 4 heroin and its derivatives declined 
by more than 90 per cent in 2001. Opium 
production in 2001 was on the order of a 
meager 185 tons. 

It is worth noting that the UNODC 
congratulated the Taliban Government for 
its successful opium eradication program. 

'‘This year s production [2001] is 
around 185 tons. This is down from 
the 3300 tons last year [2000], a 
decrease of over 94 per cent. Compared 
to the record harvest of4700 tons two 
years ago, the decrease is well over 
97per cent. 

“Any decrease in illicit cultivation 
is welcomed, especially in cases like 
this when no displacement, locally or 
in other countries, took place to 
weaken the achievement.” (Remarks 
on behalf of UNODC Executive 
Director at U. N. General Assembly, 
Oct 2001) 

The Taliban government 
had contributed to literally 
destabilizing the multibillion 
dollar worldwide trade in 
heroin. 

What motivated the U. S.-led war on 
Afghanistan, which had been planned 
several months prior to the 9/11 attacks? 

Did the U. S.-NATO-led War against 
Afghanistan serve to restore the illicit 
heroin trade? 

Immediately following the invasion 
(October 7, 2001) and occupation of 
Afghanistan by U. S.-NATO troops, the 
production of opium regained its historical 
levels, (a more than nine-fold increase in 


invasion of Afghanistan. By 2012-13, 
there were 3.8 million heroin users in the 
U. S. according to a study by Columbia 
University Mailman School of Public 
Health. Extrapolating the 2012-2013 
figures, one can reasonably confirm that the 
number of heroin users today (including 
addicts and casual users) is well in excess 
of four million. 

In 2001,1,779 Americans were killed as 
a result of heroin overdose. By 2016, the 
number of Americans killed as a result of 
heroin addiction shot up to 15,446.

officer. (“The Dirtiest Bank of All,” Time, 
July 29, 1991, p. 22, emphasis added) 
Alfred McCoy’s study confirms that 
within two years of the onslaught of the 
CIA’s covert operation in Afghanistan in 
1979, 

“the Pakistan-Afghanistan borderlands 
became the world’s top heroin 
producer, supplying 60 per cent of 
U. S. demand. In Pakistan, the heroin- 
addict population went from near 
zero in 1979 to 1.2 million by 1985, a 
much steeper rise than in any other 
Nation. 

“CIA assets again controlled this 
heroin trade. As the Mujahideen 
guerrillas seized territory inside 
Afghanistan, they ordered peasants 
to plant opium as a revolutionary tax. 
Across the border in Pakistan, Afghan 
leaders and local syndicates 
under the protection of Pakistan 
Intelligence operated hundreds 
of heroin laboratories. During 
this decade of wide-open 
drug dealing, the U. S. Drug 
Enforcement Agency in 
Islamabad failed to instigate 
major seizures or arrests. 
(Alfred McCoy, “Drug Fallout: 
the CIA’s Forty Year Complicity 
in the Narcotics Trade,” The 
Progressive, 1 August 1997). 

Heroin “supply creates its 
own demand”? 

While the number of heroin users in 
America has increased about 20 times 
(2001-2016), cultivation and production of 
opium used to produce heroin increased 41 
times (2001-2017): 8,000 hectares in 2001 
rising to 328,000 hectares in 2017. 

In 2017, ironically coinciding with the 
influx of more U. S. troops to Afghanistan, 
the areas under opium poppy cultivation 
according to UNODC increased by 83 
percent in a single year. 

While the supply-demand relationship 
is complex: the dramatic increase in the 
consumption of heroin would not have been 
possible without a concurrent increase in 
the production of opium from 183 metric 
tons in 2001 to an estimated 
9,000 metric tons in 2017 (a 
49-fold increase in relation to 
2001). 

It stands to reason that the 
increase in heroin usage could 
not have occurred without a 
corresponding surge in opium 
production. 

Needless to say, the drug 
trade is a multibillion dollar 
operation which has been 
supported by successive U. S. 
administrations. The unspoken 
truth is that U. S. foreign policy 
is supporting this lucrative 
trade: 

“The heroin business is 
not ‘filling the coffers of 
the Taliban’ as claimed by

occurred in the immediate wake of the 
U. S.-NATO October 2001 invasion? 

Who is protecting opium exports out of 
Afghanistan? 

Amply documented, the opium economy 
in Afghanistan was set up by the CIA in 
1979. 

As revealed in the Iran-Contra and Bank 
of Commerce and Credit International 
(BCCI) scandals, CIA covert operations in 
support of the Afghan Mujahideen had 
been funded through the laundering of 
drug money. “Dirty money” was recycled - 
through a number of banking institutions

(in the Middle East) as well as through 
anonymous CIA shell companies - into 
“covert money” used to finance various 
insurgent groups during the Soviet-Afghan 
war and its aftermath. According to a 1991

‘If BCCI is such an 
embarrassment to the U. S. that 
forthright investigations are not 
being pursued it has a lot to do 
with the blind eye the U. S. turned 
to the heroin trafficking in 
Pakistan,' said a U. S. intelligence

“Decision-making in the U. S. State 
Department, the CIA and the Pentagon 
is instrumental in supporting this 
highly profitable multibillion dollar 
trade, third in commodity value after 
oil and the arms trade.” (Michel 
Chossudovsky, “The Spoils of War, 
Afghanistan’s Multibillion Dollar 
Heroin Trade,” Global Research, 
May 2005) 

The UNODC confirms in its 2017 
Report that: “Only a small share of the 
revenues generated by the cultivation and 
trafficking of Afghan opiates reaches 
Afghan drug trafficking groups. Many 
more billions of dollars are made from 
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trafficking opiates into major consumer 
markets, mainly in Europe and Asia.” The 
earnings generated by 9,000 metric tons 
of opium are colossal, in the hundreds of 
billions. 9,000 tons produces 900 tons of 
pure heroin. 

Immorality 

These global proceeds accrue to business 
syndicates, intelligence agencies, organized 
crime, financial institutions, wholesalers, 
retailers, etc. involved directly or indirectly 
in the drug trade. Moreover, a large share 


of global money laundering as estimated by 
the IMF is linked to the trade in narcotics. 

Drug trafficking constitutes “the third 
biggest global commodity in cash terms 
after oil and the arms trade.” 

Are U. S. military planes being used to 
export opioids out of Afghanistan? U. S. 
occupation forces have been instructed to 
turn a blind eye? According to Abby Martin, 
“.. .there is no conclusive proof that 
the CIA is physically running opium 
out of Afghanistan. However, ifs 


hard to believe that a region under 
full U. S. military occupation - with 
guard posts and surveillance drones 
monitoring the mountains of Tora 
Bora - aren’t able to track supply 
routes of opium exported from the 
country’s various poppy farms (you 
know, the ones the U. S. military are 
guarding).” 

In the words of researcher Timothy 
Alexander Guzman: “Who owns the planes 
and the ships that transport 90% percent of 


the world’s heroin from Afghanistan to the 
rest of the world in the first place? It sure 
isn’t the Taliban.”

.American sailors serving in 
Yokosuka are being investigated 
over allegations of selling, buying 
and using hard drugs while 
stationed in Japan. The scandal is 
the latest in a series of incidents 
involving the U. S. Navy’s 7th 
Fleet. 

“Naval Criminal Investigative 
Service (NCIS) is investigating 
Yokosuka-based sailors for

alleged drug use and distribution,” 7th 
Fleet spokesman Cmdr. Clay Doss told The 
Japan Times in an email on February 10. 
“The Navy has zero tolerance for drug 
abuse and takes all allegations involving 
misconduct of our sailors. Navy civilians 


and family members very seriously.” 

No further comment on the ongoing 
investigation was offered. On February 9, 
The Wall Street Journal reported that 12 
American servicemen, some serving aboard 


the USS Ronald Reagan aircraft carrier, 
were detained that previous Tuesday for 
distributing and taking illegal drugs such 
as FSD and Ecstasy. 

The Navy is also probing possible ties 
between the Yokosuka-based sailors and 
locals to determine whether the Americans 
used the web to buy or sell drugs to 
Japanese residents. Japanese authorities 
have also been brought in to help with the 
investigation. 

This incident is one of many involving 
American servicemen stationed with the

7th Fleet. Just one week earlier, a USS 
Ronald Reagan sailor was detained in 
Tokyo accused of sexual assault. Stars and 
Stripes reported that the victim was not a 
Japanese national. The Navy responded by 
enforcing a short-term alcohol ban, noting 
a spike in alcohol-related incidents. 

Based in Yokosuka, Japan, the 7th Fleet 
is the U. S. Navy’s largest fleet, with 20,000 
sailors and 50 to 70 vessels. Over the course 
of last year, several tragedies have also 
shaken the 7th Fleet. Seven sailors were 
killed in June when USS Fitzgerald struck 
a commercial ship off Yokosuka. Prior to 
that, in August, ten American servicemen 
were killed when USS John S. McCain 
collided with an oil tanker in coastal 
waters off Singapore. 


America’s Jews are driving America’s wars 


I spoke recently at a conference on 
America’s war party where afterwards an 
elderly gentleman came up to me and 
asked, “Why doesn’t anyone ever speak 
honestly about the six-hundred-pound 
gorilla in the room?

he said at a press conference in Jordan on 
February 14. “We also have to acknowledge 
the reality that they also are part of the 
political process in Febanon.” 

Tillerson’s comments reflect a sharp 


contrast against the United States’ long 
held stance in favor of Israel and against 
Hezbollah. 

That could have been the reason why 
U. S. Undersecretary of State Steve Goldstein 
rushed to assert later that Febanon “would 
be better off without Hezbollah’s terrorism 
and malign influence.” 

“We will continue our efforts at 
strengthening those institutions that bolster 
Febanon’s sovereignty and stability,” 
Goldstein told journalists.

Dismissing U. S., Argentina defends ties with Russia, China

gentina has defended its economic 
relations with Russia and China, days after 
the U. S. voiced apparent desperation at the 
growing influence of Moscow and Beijing 
in Fatin America. 

Argentina’s Secretary of International 
Economic Relations, Horacio Reyser, said 
in an interview published on February 9 
that Buenos Aires aimed to expand trade 
with Russia and China.

China is the top buyer of Argentina’s 
main cash crop, soybeans. 

Reyser said Argentina’s 
government would not be 
restricting its trade relations 
with those countries and will 
seek business opportunities 
and the Nation’s own best 
interests in relations with 
other countries as well. 

“We seek diversification,” he said. 


Fast month, U. S. Secretary of State 
Rex Tillerson voiced concern about the 
expanding trade relations between China 
and Russia and countries in the Fatin

American region - which Washington 
considers its backyard. 

Tillerson said the region did not need 
“new imperial powers,” adding that the

Russia and China have long argued that 
the U. S. still has a Cold-War-era mentality. 
During the period after World War II and 
until 1991, the U. S. and the former Soviet 
Union competed for influence across the 
globe.

everal signals point to a possible 
military strike on Venezuela, with high- 
ranking officials and influential politicians 
making clear that it is a distinct possibility. 

Speaking at his alma mater, the University 
of Texas, on February 1, Secretary of State 
Tillerson suggested a potential military 
coup in in the country. He then visited allied 
Latin American countries urging regime 
change and more economic sanctions on 
Venezuela. Tillerson is also reportedly 
considering banning the processing or sale 
of Venezuelan oil in the United States and 
is discouraging other countries from buying 
Venezuelan oil. 

In a series of tweets. Senator Marco 
Rubio, the Republican from Florida, where 
many Venezuelan oligarchs live, openly 
called for a military coup in Venezuela. 

“The world would support the 
Armed Forces in #Venezuela if they 
decide to protect the people & restore 
democracy by removing a dictator,” 
the former presidential candidate 
tweeted. 

Sappy 

How absurd - remove an elected 
president with a military coup to restore 
democracy? Does that pass the straight 
face test? This refrain from Rubio and 
Tillerson seems to be the nonsensical 
public position of U. S. policy. 

The U. S. has been seeking regime 
change in Venezuela since Hugo Chavez was 
elected in 1998. Trump joined Presidents 
Obama and Bush before him in continuing 
efforts to change the government and put 
in place a U. S.-friendly oligarch regime. 

They came closest in 2002 when a 
military coup removed Chavez. The 
Commander-in-Chief of the Venezuelan 
military announced Chavez had resigned 
and Pedro Carmona, of the Venezuelan 
Chamber of Commerce, became interim 
president. Carmona dissolved 
the National Assembly and 
Supreme Court and declared 
the Constitution void. The 
people surrounded the 
presidential palace and seized 
television stations, Carmona 
resigned and fled to Colombia. 

Within 47 hours, civilians and the military 
restored Chavez to the presidency. The 
coup was a turning point that strengthened 
the Bolivarian Revolution, showed people 
could defeat a coup, exposing the U. S. and 
its oligarchs. Thus did their regime change 
tactics fail in Venezuela 

But the U. S. and its oligarchs continue 
efforts to reverse the Bolivarian Revolution. 
The United States has a long history of 
regime change around the world and has 
tried all of those regime change tools in 
Venezuela, so far without success. 

Economic war 

Destroying the Venezuelan economy 
has been an ongoing campaign by the U. S. 
and its oligarchs, reminiscent of the coup 
in Chile which ended the presidency of 
Salvador Allende. To create the environment 
for the Chilean coup. President Nixon 
ordered the CIA to “make the 
economy scream.” 

Henry Kissinger devised 
the coup noting a billion 
dollars of investment were 
at stake. He also feared “the 
insidious model effect” of 
the example of Chile leading 
to other countries breaking 
from the United States and 
capitalism. Kissinger’s top 
deputy at the National Security Council, 
Viron Vaky, opposed the coup saying, 
“What we propose is patently a violation of 



our own principles and policy tenets... If 
these principles have any meaning, we 
normally depart from them only to meet 
the gravest threat... our survival.” 

These objections hold true regarding 
recent U. S. coups, including in Venezuela 
and Honduras, Ukraine and Brazil among 
others. Allende died in the coup and wrote 
his last words to the people of Chile, 
especially the workers: “Long live the 
people! Long live the workers!” He was 
replaced by Augusto Pinochet, a brutal and 
violent dictator. 

For decades the U. S. has been fighting 
an economic war, “making the economy 
scream” in Venezuela. Wealthy Venezuelans 
have been conducting economic sabotage 
aided by the U. S. with sanctions and other 
tactics. This includes hoarding food, supplies 
and other necessities in warehouses or in 
Colombia while Venezuelan markets are 
bare. The scarcity is used to fuel protests, 
e.g., “The March of the Empty Pots,” a 
carbon copy of marches in Chile before 
the September 11, 1973, coup. Economic 
warfare has escalated through Obama and 
under Trump, with Tillerson now urging 
economic sanctions on oil. 

President Maduro recognized the 
economic hardship but also said sanctions 
open up the opportunity for a new era of 
independence and “begins the stage of 
post-domination by the United States, 
with Venezuela again at the center of this 
struggle for dignity and liberation.” The 
second-in-command of the Socialist Party, 
Diosdado Cabello, said, “[if they] apply 
sanctions, we will apply elections.” 

Opposition protests 

Another common U. S. tool 
of regime change is support 
for opposition protests. The 
Trump administration renewed 
regime change operations in 
Venezuela and anti-Maduro 
protests, which began under 
Obama, growing more violent. 
The opposition protests included barricades, 
snipers and murders as well as widespread 
injuries. When police arrested those using 
violence, the U. S. claimed Venezuela 
opposed free speech and protests. 

The opposition tried to use the crackdown 
against violence to achieve the U. S. tactic 
of dividing the military. U. S. and Western 
media ignored opposition violence and 
blamed the Venezuelan government instead. 
Violence became so extreme it looked like 
the opposition was pushing Venezuela into 
a Syrian-type civil war. Instead, that violence 
backfired on them. 

Violent protests are part of U. S. regime 
change repertoire. This was demonstrated 
in the U. S. coup in Ukraine, where the U. S. 
spent $5 billion to organize government 
opposition including the U. S. and E. U. 
funding violent protesters. This tactic 
was used in early U. S. coups like the 1953 
Iran coup of Prime Minister 
Mossadegh. The U. S. has 
admitted organizing this 
coup that ended Iran’s brief 
experience with democracy. 
Like Venezuela, a key reason 
for the Iran coup was control 
of the Nation’s oil. 

Funding opposition 

There has been massive 
U. S. investment in creating opposition 
to the Venezuelan government. Tens of 
millions of dollars have been openly spent

through USAID, the National Endowment 
for Democracy and other related U. S. 
regime change agencies. It is unknown 
how much the CIA has spent from its secret 
budget, but the CIA has also been involved 
in Venezuela. Current CIA director Mike 
Pompeo said he is “hopeful there can be a 
transition in Venezuela.” 

The United States has also educated 
leaders of opposition movements, e.g., 
Leopoldo Lopez was educated at private 
schools in the U. S., including the CIA- 
associated Kenyon College. He was 
groomed at the Harvard Kennedy School 
of Government and made repeated visits 
to the regime change agency, the National 
Republican Institute. 

Elections 

While the U. S. calls Venezuela a 
dictatorship, it is in fact a strong democracy 
with an excellent voting system. Election 
observers monitor every election. 

In 2016, the economic crisis led to the 
opposition winning a majority in the 
National Assembly. One of their first acts 
was to pass an amnesty law. The law

described 17 years of crimes including 
violent felonies and terrorism committed 
by the opposition. It was an admission of 
crimes back to the 2002 coup and through 
2016. The law demonstrated violent treason 
against Venezuela. One month later, the 
Supreme Court of Venezuela ruled the 
amnesty law was unconstitutional. U. S. 
media, regime change advocates and anti- 
Venezuela human rights groups attacked 
the Supreme Court decision, showing their 
alliance with the admitted criminals. 

Years of violent protests and regime 
change attempts, and then admitting their 
crimes in an amnesty bill, have caused 
those opposed to the Bolivarian Revolution 
to lose power and become unpopular. In 
three recent elections Maduro’s party won 
regional, local and Constituent Assembly 
elections. 

The electoral commission announced 
the presidential election will be held on 
April 22. Maduro will run for re-election 
with the United Socialist Party. Opposition 
leaders such as Henry Ramos and Henri 
Falcon have expressed interest in running, 
but the opposition has not decided whether 
to participate. Henrique Capriles, who 
narrowly lost to Maduro in the last election, 
was banned from running for office because 
of irregularities in his campaign, including 
taking foreign donations. Capriles has been 
a leader of the violent protests. When his 
ban was announced he called for protests to 
remove Maduro from office. Also banned 
was Leopoldo Lopez, another leader of the 
violent protests who is under house arrest 
serving a thirteen year sentence for inciting 
violence. 

Now, the United States says it will not 
recognize the presidential election and 
urges a military coup. For two years, the 
opposition demanded presidential elections, 
but now it is unclear whether they will 
participate. They know they are unpopular 
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and Maduro is likely to be re-elected. 

Foreign invasion coming? 

Any military coup faces challenges in 
Venezuela as the people, including the 
military, are well educated about U. S. 
imperialism. Tillerson openly urging a 
military coup makes it more difficult. 

The government and opposition recently 
negotiated a peace settlement entitled 
“Democratic Coexistence Agreement for 
Venezuela.” They agreed on all of the issues 
including ending economic sanctions, 
scheduling elections and more. They agreed 
on the date of the next presidential election. 
It was originally planned for March, but, 
in a concession to the opposition, it was 
rescheduled for the end of April. Maduro 
signed the agreement even though the 
opposition did not attend the signing 
ceremony. They backed out after Colombian 
President Santos, who was meeting with 
Secretary Tillerson, called and told them 
not to sign. Maduro will now make the 
agreement a public issue by allowing the 
people of Venezuela to sign it. 

Not recognizing elections and urging a 
military coup are bad enough, but more 
disconcerting is that Admiral Kurt Tidd, 
head of Southcom, held a closed door 
meeting in Colombia after Tillerson’s visit. 
The topic was “regional destabilization” 
and Venezuela was a focus. 

A military attack on Venezuela from its 
Colombian and Brazilian borders is not far 
fetched. In January, the New York Times 
asked, “Should the U. S. military invade 
Venezuela?” 

President Trump said the 
U. S. is considering military 
force against Venezuela. His 
chief of staff, John Kelly, 
was formerly the general in 
charge of Southcom. Tidd has 
claimed the crisis, created in 
large part by the economic 
war against Venezuela, now 
requires military action for 
humanitarian reasons. 

War preparations are already underway 
in Colombia, which plays the role of Israel 
for the U. S. in Latin America. The coup 
government in Brazil has increased its 
military budget 36 percent and participated 
in “Operation America United,” the largest 
joint military exercise in Latin American 
history. It was one of four military exercises 
by the U. S. with Brazil, Colombia and 
Peru in Latin America in 2017. The U. S. 
Congress ordered the Pentagon to develop 
military contingencies for Venezuela in the 
2017 National Defense Authorization Act. 

While there is opposition to U. S. 
military bases, James Patrick Jordan 
explains on our radio show, the U. S. has 
such bases in Colombia and the Caribbean 
and military agreements with countries in 
the region; therefore, Venezuela is already 
surrounded. 

The United States is targeting Venezuela 
because the Bolivarian Revolution provides 
an example against U. S. imperialism. An 
invasion of Venezuela will become another 
quagmire that kills innocent Venezuelans, 
U. S. soldiers and others over the control 
of oil. People in the United States who 
support the self-determination of countries 
should show solidarity with Venezuelans, 
expose the U. S. agenda and publicly 
denounce regime change. We need to 
educate people about what is really 
happening in Venezuela to overcome the 
false media coverage. 
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Gaza’s only power plant stops working over fuel shortage

Ihe sole electricity plant in the Gaza 
Strip has stopped working because of a lack 
of fuel as concerns grow over worsening 
humanitarian conditions in the besieged 
Palestinian enclave. 

Mohammed Thabet, the spokesman for 
Gaza’s energy distribution company, said 
on February 15 that it was informed by the 
energy authority that the power station had 
stopped functioning at midnight due to 
lack of fuel. 

Suddenly 

“The Gaza Strip needs around 500 
megawatts (per day). We have an energy 
deficit of 380 megawatts,” media outlets 
quoted Thabet as saying. 

Meanwhile, the distribution company 
has called for rapid moves to get fuel to 
the plant again, which normally provides 
around a fifth of Gaza’s electricity. 

The plant’s closure, which produces 
around 20 megawatts per day using fuel 
imported from Egypt, exacerbates an 
already critical power shortage as Gaza’s 
two million residents receive only around 
four hours of mains electricity a day. 


In recent weeks, three hospitals and 16 
medical centers have stopped offering key 
services because of the crippling fuel

down a number of times in recent years 
over energy shortages. 

Target of merciless bombing 

It was hit by Israel in previous wars with 
the Palestinian Islamic resistance movement 
Hamas. 

The government of Palestinian President 
Mahmoud Abbas, based in the occupied 
West Bank, has also sought to squeeze its 
rival Hamas. 

The fuel shortage is blamed as well on 
the Palestinian Authority’s removal of fuel 
tax exemption. The PA has demanded that 


Hamas pay taxes on fuel imports to the 
coastal strip. 

Since mid-last year, the Israeli regime 
also began reducing electricity supplies to 
the Gaza Strip, worsening an already severe 
shortage in the enclave. 

In a separate development, the U. N.’s 
Middle East envoy, Nickolay Mladenov, 
briefed the U. N. Security Council on the 
“catastrophic” humanitarian crisis in the 
blockaded Gaza Strip, blaming the Israeli 
regime for the deteriorating situation.

Bolivian Ambassador Sacha Llorenty 
Soliz said Mladenov told the council 
behind closed doors on February 14 that 
drinking water was short, hospitals had 
been closed and “doctors stopped doing 
surgeries” in the coastal enclave. 

The Gaza Strip has been under an Israeli 
siege since June 2007. The blockade has 
caused a decline in living standards as 
well as unprecedented unemployment and 
poverty there. 

Israel has also launched several wars on 
that Palestinian sliver, the last of which 
began in early July 2014. The last Israeli 
military aggression, which ended August

Tanz Kafka has nothing on Dr. Robert 
Faurisson, the French 
professor who doubts 
the existence of Nazi 
homicidal gas chambers.

demolish their case, as he did to the 
“foremost expert historian of the 
Holocaust,” Prof Raoul Hilberg, at the 
1985 trial of Ernst Ziindel. Truth is not a 
defense, however. 

Faurisson is a heretic. That is all the 
French (and the West) need to know in 
order to silence and libel him. Since 
heretics are no longer publicly burned, they 
are publicly shamed and defamed, by court 
order.

and the so-called genocide of the Jews 
are one and the same historical lie, which 
has allowed for a huge political-financial 
swindle, whose main beneficiaries are the 
State of Israel and international Zionism. 

“To deny the existence of gas chambers 
is a crime” 

At the appeal hearing on Thursday, the 
denialist came to support his arguments, 
accompanied by his younger brother 
and a handful of sympathizers. The 
judge, Catherine Bezio, did not discern 
immediately in what trouble she had placed 
herself. 

Ariane Chemin came to defend his work. 
“I absolutely assume what I wrote, said the 
reporter.

“What are you basing yourself on to say 
that he is a liar?” Asked the court blandly. 

Moment of truth 

Slight tremor in the audience in the 
courtroom at this question. 

The judge thought she could recover by 
asking some questions of Robert Faurisson. 

The old gentleman was only waiting for 
that. He told of his life, his work, his travels 
to Auschwitz, the content of Pravda on 
February 2, 1945, the contradictions of 
Elie Wiesel and Raoul Hilberg, the author 
of The Destruction of the Jews of Europe - 
the man is inexhaustible, and it was not 
easy to stop him... 

The professor of literature (Faurisson) 
was tried in 1981,1982,1983,1985, 1990, 
2007, 2014; and convicted of crimes 
against humanity in 1991, 1998 and 2006. 

...“I have sinned by naivete,” concluded 
(Faurisson’s accuser) Ariane Chemin. I 
had not suspected that the battle against 
Holocaust denial {'negationnisme') would 
have to be be conducted every day. There is 
a succession of young people who no 
longer rely on old traditional anti-Semitism, 
but on the current inspired by Robert 
Faurisson.” 

...A decision will be given by the court 
on April 12. (End quote, Le Monde) 



A phrase has been imposed on the West 
universally: “anti-Semitism.” One must ask, 
how did it come about that anti-Judaic 
bigotry has a formal name and category, 
and institutions and governments devoted 
to its study and prosecution? - whereas the 
bigotry of Judaism against gentiles has no 
entry in the human rights lexicon? What 
should we term it? Perhaps anti-goyimism 
would be most apropos. 

Anti-goyimism is as real, indeed it is 
more real, than “anti-Semitism,” for who 
today despises a Judaic because he is of the 
tribe of Shem, the father of the Semites?

1 have just finished reading a biography 
of Gorbachev: His Life 
and Times, by William 
Taubman. And now I 
have this question for 
which no answer, but 
will consider it further 
below. To Gorby. 

Mikhail Gorbachev 
was born on March 2, 
1931, in the village of 
Privolnoe. Like so many Russian parents 
and grandparents his mother and grand¬ 
mother insisted on a secret baptism. In 
Privolnoe as in the rest of the Soviet Union 
land was being collectivized in 1931, a 
violent process that took the lives of 
millions of peasants. During the terrible 
famine of 1932-1933, two of Gorbachev’s 
uncles and one aunt and her child perished. 
His two grandfathers were arrested (in 
1934 and 1937) but eventually released. 
His wife’s grandfather died in prison. 
When famine struck again in 1944 and 1946 
his grandfather Andrei fed them frogs. 

Making do 

Gorby remembers seeing frogs boil in a 
big kettle with their white bellies rising to 
the surface. “We were poor, practically 
beggars, but in general I felt wonderful.” 
Why shouldn’t he? He was loved by his 
grandparents and his own parents and he 
lived in the country surrounded by animals. 
He remembered bedding down next to a 
newborn calf on one side, a brooding goose 
at the other. 

And I remember being wet and cold, 
snuggling up to a cow for warmth and 
comfort. I always felt sorry for my husband 
who was brought up in comfort first in the 
city of Philadelphia and then in suburbia. 
Being raised on a farm determines one’s 
outlook toward life; you will not become a 
head-in-the-clouds idealist wearing rose- 
colored glasses upon your nose. Farm life 
will give you a healthy dose of reality. 

A teacher once invited me to address her 
class. The pupils were about ten. They had 
to write an essay on a turtle which wanted 
to swim across a pond. Most of the kids 
wrote fanciful fairy tales. Only one boy 
decided the poor turtle was eaten. When I 
commented, the teacher told me that this 
pupil was a farm boy. 

New Soviet Manikin 

Soviet collectivization was meant to do 
away with all independent farmers and put 
in their places a pliant herd of workers. 
Gorbachev recalled in 1997: “What enmity 
collectivization created! Brother against 
brother, son against father, through whole 
families it rolled. The quotas came down 
from above - so many kulaks to evict, 
whether they actually were kulaks or not.” 

In September 1953 Gorbachev married 
the love of his life, Raisa Titarenko. “We 
realized that our life would be unthinkable 
without each other. Our feelings were our 
life itself. All we had was ourselves.” 
Raisa studied the German philosophers 
and tried to read them in the original 
German. She taught philosophy. They 
started their married life in a one room flat, 
with a communal kitchen and a communal 
toilet. Amor vincit omnia - Love conquers 
all. Her husband helped as much as he 
could. Raisa died in 1999 of leukemia in 
Munster, Germany. Mikhail Gorbachev 
was devastated. If I had to define them with 
one sentence, it would be: They had class. 

Exercise in futiiity 

Gorbachev labored hard and tried his 
best to make the Communist system work, 
but eventually he must have realized that 
the system was flawed. “The man arrived 
here with great plans and set about his 
work with great enthusiasm, but he very 
soon began to feel that everybody was 
absolutely indifferent to it all.” 

My father told me the following. He was

one of the earliest releases from Siberia. 
Their train to Germany had low priority. 
The compartments had no toilets: simply a 
hole in the floor. Since the train stood in the 
station for days on end, the heaps beneath 
those holes built up. This station master 
ordered the German prisoners to clean up 
the mess. The prisoners did as told and 
made big mounds, nicely patted down. My 
father went to the station master, showed 
him the cleaned up area and asked what to 
with the heaps. A train arrived from the 
next station. The station master opened the 
door to the first wagon. It contained goods 
from Germany: pianos, sewing machines, 
machinery, etc. “In there!” said the station 
master. When my father remonstrated with 
him, the station master got angry: “What 
do I care? Do I ever get what I need? 
Nobody down the line gives a shit.” 

Gorbachev, when visiting Italy, noticed 
their storage facilities, as much of Russia’s 
harvest had spoiled for lack of any such 
planning ahead.

The one asks: What comes after this 
(what are its consequences)? The other 
only: Is it “righf’? And thus differentiates 
the free man from the slave. Communism 
just wanted servants following orders from 
the top. Individual responsibility was not 
desired- only obedience to the ruling elite. 

Many Russians blame Gorbachev for 
imploding the Soviet Empire. But they do 
not yet realize how lucky they are to be rid 


of restless satellites like Poland, the Baltic 
States, Czechs, etc., peoples who did not 
like Russia and in case of war would have 
turned against it. A Pole was asked: “If you 
had a wish, against whom would you go 
first, Germany or Russia?” 

The Pole responded: “Germany!” 

“But why?” 

His answer: “Business before pleasure.” 

Putin is wooing those Germans. And the 
latter, as much as they dare - being under 
the watchful eye of the USA - are looking 
to Russia. One German stated: “Well, we 
got rid of the Soviet Army, but what about 
these Americans?” The USA has nineteen 
military bases in Germany, so it looks like 
such occupiers don’t plan leaving before 
hell freezes over. 

As a German I am forever grateful that 
Gorbachev allowed a partial reunification 
of Germany. For decades the Western allies 
paid lip service that the wall dividing the 
FDR and DDR had to come down. What 
hypocrisy! French President Mitterrand 
offered the DDR credit to keep its borders 
closed. 

The Great Game 

“Naturally we expressed our support for 
German unification,” said former British 
Prime Minister Edward Heath in 1989, 
“because we knew it would never happen.”

With the reunification of Germany 
at hand England screamed bloody murder; 
they already saw their security threatened. 
William Taubman: “Nor had the Western

America is unabie to turn Turkey around

While the last few weeks have seen 
erstwhile - and current - NATO allies the 
U. S. and Turkey exchanging serious words 
of warning over Turkey’s ground and air 
operations against U. S.-backed Kurdish 
militias, Turkey isn’t deterred, nor does it 
appear the Nation will abandon its strategic 
goals. While such a situation is nothing 
short of a serious embarrassment for the 
U. S., as we pointed out in one of our recent 
pieces, it only proves that the crisis is not 
going to just die down. On the contrary, 
with every step that Turkey takes towards 
eliminating its “Kurdish threat,” the U. S. 
ability to manipulate the ground situation 
in Syria becomes weaker - thus speeding 
the near permanent departure of the U. S. 
from the Middle East and a potential end of 
Pax Americana. 

Many changes that the Syrian war has 
brought to the region have triggered a wave 
of geo-political upheavals, particularly the 
ascendance of Iran and then Russia, which 
will leave the U. S. conceding the Middle 
East, a region that has been at the receiving 
end of occidental manipulations ever since 
World War One. As the U. S. is unable to 
turn Turkey around regarding the Kurdish 
question, Kurds will be forced out of the 
territories under their control in Syria. 

The regional matrix 

Despite U. S. warnings to the country, 
Turkey isn’t stopping short of clearing 
Manbij, after Afrin, of Kurdish elements. 
Speaking to the members of his party in the 
Turkish Parliament, Turkey’s Erdogan said, 
pointing his words sharply at the U. S., 
“They tell us, ‘Don’t come to Manbij.’ We 
will come to hand over these territories to 
their rightful owners.” 

Who are the rightful owners? Of course, 
the Syrians. But where does this emphasis 
on “handing over Manbij to the rightful 
owners” place Turkey in the regional geo¬ 
political matrix? 

To locate Turkey in that regional matrix, 
we first have to understand what several 
other major regional actors are striving to 
achieve in and through Syria. So let’s see 
what the matrix is. 


First, Turkey’s operation Olive Branch 
could not have happened without direct 
and indirect support from the Russians, 
who are currently controlling the entire 
Syrian end game, taking it in a direction 
that ensures Syria’s territorial integrity and 
restores the government’s sovereignty over 
its whole country. Given these Russian 
objectives, Turkey’s Olive Branch doesn’t 
diverge but converges with such Russian 
objectives, as this operation is aimed at 
clearing Syria of the Kurds and pushing 
them back to pre-war positions. But the 
question remains: why is Turkey doing it? 
Why not the Russians or Syrian forces? 

Of course, they could have done this, 
but it would make the Russians a target of 
criticism, propaganda for its “hegemonic” 
ambitions. Turkey, on the other hand, has 
longstanding security concerns vis-a-vis the 
Kurds - and there’s the fact that the U. S. 
had pledged but not fulfilled its promise 
that the Kurdish forces would withdraw 
from Manbij after clearing the territory of 
ISIS. This left Turkey with no option but to 
intervene. 

Tacit blessing 

And, while Turkey is clearing a strategic 
territory of the Kurds, that seems to be 
making things a lot easier for the Russians 
and Syrians as far as their stated objective, 
restoring pre-war territories, is concerned. 
Before the beginning of Olive Branch, the 
Russians had asked those Kurds to leave 
the region, but they did not and neither did 
the U. S., giving Russia a genuine excuse 
to vacate the area and let the Turks do their 
thing. 

Thus, with each passing day. Western 
speculative whispers of a Turkey-Russian 
clash in Syria are dying out. After Putin’s 
initially if indirectly supporting Turkey’s 
Afrin operation, the latter resumed its air 
strikes in Afrin - which had been halted 
following the downing of a Russian jet in 
Idlib. Only after a telephonic conversation

between Erdogan and Putin, indicating the 
extent of caution Turkey was following to 
avoid a possibility of conflict with Russian 
interests, did the operation continue. 

Turkish steps are therefore in line with 
Russian objectives of strengthening Syria’s 
regime. With Iran, too, maintaining a sort 
of “silent consenf ’ over Turkish incursions 
in Syria, we can expect more cooperation 
among these key players in Syria. 

Unsurprisingly, Russia’s Vladimir Putin 
has already accepted Erdogan’s invitation 
to attend a Turkey-Iran-Russia summit in 
Istanbul on Syria. Therefore, as analyzed 
in one of our previous articles, operation 
Olive Branch is not going to damage the 
Turkey-Russia alliance, rather it is opening 
a new chapter of cooperation between the 
three countries. The holding of a trilateral 
summit in Istanbul also symbolically 
puts Turkey firmly in the Russian-Iranian 
camp, and the fact that both Russian and 
Iranian leaders will attend it signifies the 
importance these two countries attach to 
the otherwise NATO’s second biggest 
military power after the U. S. 

Even though it is far from clear that the 
U. S. will pull out of Manbij, the fact that 
without taking Manbij, Turkey’s strategic 
objectives will remain unfulfilled, hinting 
the possibility of further deterioration in 
Turkey-U. S. bilateral relations. It would 
directly add to Moscow’s ability in Syria as 
the chief power broker. If the U. S. refuses 
to pull out, it will push Turkey with more 
force into the Russian camp. 

The fact that Turkey will continue to 
target Kurdish militias in Syria highlights 
how the U. S. would continue to lose its 
main ground force in Syria, consequently 
sequestering U. S. influence in the broader 
Syrian conflict. 

If the U. S. agrees to pull out of Manbij, 
it will automatically lose its entire ability to 
influence ground realities, something akin 
to signing its own death warrants. Syria for 
the U. S. is, therefore, becoming a deep 
quagmire, leaving which can only mark a 
permanent end to its dominance in the 
Middle East - a fate nonetheless near even 
if it stays in Manbij, too small a territory 
from which to manipulate the entire Syrian 
end game.

Everything goes to hell. It warms a 
curmudgeon’s heart. I remember when, as 
God intended, reporters 
were bright and profane 
drunks with no respect 
for anything. This philo¬ 
sophical end-point was 
natural for men steeped 
daily in the lying, 
thieving, corruption, 
bribes, shysterism, misery and unrelenting 
stupidity that are public life. Ashen-souled, 
cynical, with a wonderful acerbic sense of 
humor that would have dissolved a meat 
axe, they lacked illusions, about anything. 
If a reporter thought he saw glimmerings 
of human decency in a politician or lawyer, 
he would have his eyes checked. 

News weasels were rough-edged, often 
talented, splendid company and, usually, 
ugly. Mencken, who looked like a fire

plug with leprosy, was the archetype, 
combining all of these in profusion, plus a 
monumental capacity for good whiskey. 

By and large they were men of what 
might be called a robust character, of the 
sort associated with pit bulls, and sometimes 
were more combative than quieter people 
would like. You can’t be diplomatic or 
spiritual or contemplative or anything of 
that sort and get a story from someone who 
doesn’t want you to get it because he is 
thinking of jail time. It is especially in 
competition with a snapping pack of 
dyspeptic scriveners trying to get the same 
story first. When assembled in hordes, they 
resembled Mongol barbarians thundering 
across the steppes. See below. 

Case in point 

Some, especially overseas, had odd 
pasts. There was my friend Paul Vogel of 
UPI Saigon who, the legend held, had 
been in a Catholic seminary somewhere 
but disappeared over the horizon on a 
motorcycle with a bottle of gin in one hand 
and somehow ended up in Hanoi teaching 


English before joining up with UPI. Most 
of this has to be apocryphal, such as 
driving a motorcycle with one hand, but 
probably no stranger than the truth, 
whatever that was. Paul spoke several 
dialects of Vietnamese so well that on the 
phone he was accepted as native. This is 
impossible, but I saw it. Anyway we spent 
afternoons in his apartment above UPI 
drinking bam de bam and swapping lies. 

In Washington you found a more 
polished sort who were gentlemen or could 
be if needed - Mike Causey, Wes Pruden, 
Ralph Hallow - but savvy and smart and of 
the Pre-Princetonian era. It was only later 
that we got prissy delicates who probably 
drank designer water in fern bars instead of 
sour mash. 

Anyway, what brought these reflections 
on was my stumbling across the following 
from a previous life. Think of them as being 
like the Qum Ran Scrolls or something 
from a cave wall in Lascaux: 

The Washington Times^ 1982 

Bouncing across southern Lebanon is a 
convoy of 125 reporters, photographers 
and TV crazies in 25 rented Subarus, the 
assembled war corespondents of the 
Western world. Somehow I don’t think 
this is how Ernie Pyle did it. We look like a 
traffic jam in Tokyo. Photographers dangle 
acrobatically from windows. Three TV 
cameras protrude like poorly thought-out 
plumbing from the car ahead, intently 
filming a wrecked jeep. A Brazilian TV 
crew has crawled onto the roof of its car. 
Arabs stare, deeply puzzled. They have 
seen any number of armies roaring about, 
but nothing so quintessentially mad as this. 

For six days I have been living in hotels 
on Israeli borders with this horde. It is like 
living in a cageful of histrionic tarantulas. 
Nowhere but in a war zone have I seen such 
bellicose, courageous, rude, egotistical, 
preposterously masculine, faintly reptilian 
rogues, all working hard at being Marlboro 
Men. A fellow with a codpiece concession 
could coin money. Heaven knows what the 
Arabs would think of that. 

We pull into Nabatieh, a village. The 
Israeli escorts eye the anarchic bull-headed 
mob like snappish sheep dogs. They know 
that everybody here wants to escape and get 
his Subaru blown out from under him at the 
front. A war correspondent feels slighted 
by fate if he is not almost blown up every 
day or two. To a large degree, they believe 
they are the actors in this scene, the armies 
being mere props. They look forward to 
sitting in dark foreign bars in the manner 
of Hemingway at his most excessive and 
saying, “Yes, bit of a tiff in ’82, got my 
bloody Subaru shot out from under me, 
ought to bulletproof the things... happens, 
you know.” 

Some Palestinian prisoners are on 
display for us in a courtyard, so that we can 


see how beneficently the Israelis treat their 
captives. The journalists alight in a pack 
and race toward the alarmed prisoners. The 
TV guys jog along in pairs, one carrying 
the camera and the other with a suitcase 
full of batteries or something. Waving their 
microphones like the tendrils of some 
underwater beast, balancing cameras on 
high so see over those in front, they shout 
incomprehensible questions at the 
bewildered Palestinians. 

The numerical superiority of the press and 
its lamentable assertiveness combine, as 
usual, to dominate the scene. One hundred 
twenty-five irritated reporters - “Hey, hey, 
outa the way, buddy, I got pictures to take. 
Hey you....” - engulf and then digest a 
dozen Christian militiamen on a pair of 
armored personnel carriers. Nabatieh is 
now a Press Event. The public will never 
see this absurd performance, however. 
Every photographer will carefully frame 
out the other newsmen, giving the salable 
impression that he alone was out there in 
no man’s land. 

Bored, I stand with some other reporters 
next to an Israeli jeep. A framed picture of 
Yasser Arafat is tied to the bumper. I grin, 
knowing a GI gag when I see one, but a 
camera crew begins jogging toward us with 
its suitcase. The TV types have detected A 
Visual in oT Arafat. The Israeli frantically 
snatches the picture away: If that goes on 
the satellite to 500 million viewers, right 
above the license plate of his jeep, he will 
have a central position before a firing 
squad. 

Boob tubesters 

The reporters are grousing about the TV 
clowns and how they don’t know what 
news is and how they’re always in the way. 
This is true. Of the major ethnic groups of 
the news racket, TV types are the most 
truly pestilential - comparatively. They carry 
more electronics than the space shuttle, all 
wired together with their microphones. 
They need absolute quiet, nobody else in 
the picture, a lot of time to set up and a long 
time to shoot. Reporters usually think TV 
people should be chained in their hotels 
during a war, and also between wars. This 
is wisdom. 

Finally the Subaru Bureau remounts and 
heads home. For any other class of people, 
driving out of a small town would be done 
in comity and safety. But no. Everybody 
jumps in his car as if beginning a Grand 
Prix, backs fiercely into the crowd and 
spins the tires viciously trying to be first in 
the convoy. The idea is to be first to the 
telephones on reaching the hotel. For this 
they are perfectly willing to run down 
seven or eight colleagues and a few slow 
Arabs, and bash into an armored personnel 
carrier. 

Again we bump across southern Lebanon, 
cameras protruding, Arabs puzzling, a 
Japanese used-car lot on the move. 



Daesh terrorists kill 20 truck drivers

mbers of the Daesh Takfiri terrorist 
group have reportedly executed nearly two 
dozen truck drivers on the border with 
Iraq’s western province of Anbar as Syrian 
government forces, supported by allied 
fighters from popular defense groups, are 
fighting to drive foreign-sponsored Takfiri 
militants out of the war-ravaged Arab 
country. 

An Iraqi security source, requesting 
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Daesh Takfiri militants at an 
unknown location in Syria 

not to be named, told Arabic-language 
al-Sumaria television network on February 
21 that Daesh Takfiris staged an ambush 
on the Syrian side of the border, killing 20 
people. 

Enigma 

The source added that the truck drivers 
were waiting to cross into Iraq, and that 
the militants have fled the area with the 
ill-fated drivers’ trucks. 

Syria has been gripped by foreign- 
backed militancy since March 2011. The 
Syrian government says the Israeli regime 
and its Western and regional allies are 


aiding Takfiri terrorist groups that are 
wreaking havoc in the country. 

Premature optimism 

On December 9, 2017, Iraq’s Prime 
Minister Haider al-Abadi declared the end 
of military operations against the Daesh 
terrorist group in the Arab country. 

On July 10, Abadi had formally declared 
victory over Daesh extremists in Mosul, 
which served as the terrorists’ main urban 
stronghold in the conflict-ridden Arab 
country. 

In the run-up to Mosul’s liberation, Iraqi 
army soldiers and volunteer Hashd al- 
Sha’abi fighters had made sweeping gains 
against Daesh. 

The Iraqi forces took control of eastern 
Mosul in January 2017 after 100 days of 
fighting, and launched the battle in the 
west on February 19 last year. 

Daesh began a terror campaign in Iraq 
in 2014, overrunning vast swathes in 
lightning attacks.

U. S. wants ISIS sponsors to rebuild Iraq

X^ike a local mafia that breaks 
car windows by night and repairs 
them by day, the United States 
has enlisted its Gulf Cooperation 
Council (GCC) partners - namely 
Saudi Arabia, Qatar, Kuwait and 
the United Arab Emirates - to 
“rebuild” in Iraq in the wake of 
the defeated, self-proclaimed 
Islamic State (ISIS) these same States 
created. 

Reconstruction 

Reuters, in an article titled, “Coalition 
members must help Iraq rebuild, Tillerson 
says,” would report (emphasis added): 

The U. S. leads the coalition and 
hopes that after a three-year fight to 
defeat the militants it can count in 
large part on Gulf allies to shoulder 
the burden of rebuilding Iraq and on 
a Saudi-Iraqi rapprochement to 
weaken Iran s influence in the 
country, which is run by a Shi’ite led 
government. 

The article also reports (emphasis 
added): 

Donors and investors have gathered 
in Kuwait this week to discuss 
efforts to rebuild Iraq’s economy and 
infrastructure as it emerges from a 
devastating conflict with the hardline 
militants who seized almost a third of 
the country. 

U. S. Secretary of State Rex Tillerson 
would be quoted by Reuters as claiming: 

If communities in Iraq and Syria 
cannot return to normal life, we risk 
the return of conditions that allowed 
ISIS to take and control vast territory. 
Yet even a causal student of history, 
military affairs or modem warfare knows 
that armies tens of thousands strong, with 
regional, even global, recmiting, training, 
and logistical networks do not spring up 
out of poverty or economic mination. The 
operation capacity demonstrated by ISIS 
is only possible with significant State 
sponsorship. 

U. S. enlists sponsors of 
ISIS to rebuild Iraq 

Mention of Kuwait serving as a venue 
for “donors and investors” seeking to 
“reconstmcf ’ Iraq is particularly ironic for 
those who remember the U. K. Telegraph'^ 
2014 article titled, “How our allies in 
Kuwait and Qatar funded Islamic State.” 
The article states (emphasis added): 

Islamic State (Isil), with its newly 
conquered territory, oilfields and bank 
vaults, no longer needs much foreign 
money. But its extraordinarily swift 
rise to this point, a place where it 
threatens the entire region and the 
West, was substantially paid for by 
the allies of the West. Isil s cash was 
raised in, or channeled through, 
Kuwait and Qatar, with the tacit 
approval and sometimes active 
support of their governments. 

And, while the article attempts to frame 
Kuwait and Qatar’s State-sponsorship of 
terrorism as a betrayal of the United States, 
United Kingdom and European Union, the 
fact remains that such sponsorship was not 
only well known to Western intelligence and 
political circles, it was the GCC’s ability 
to raise massive legions of terrorists that 
formed the cornerstone of the U. S.-GCC 
alliance against Libya, Syria, Iran and Shia’a 
majority Iraq beginning in 2011. 

It was revealed in a leaked 2012 U. S. 
Defense Intelligence Agency (DIA) memo 
that the U. S. and its GCC - as well as 
Turkish - allies sought the creation of a 
“Salafist principality” in eastern Syria for 
the specific purpose of “isolating” the 
Syrian government. 

The 2012 memorandum would state 
specifically that: 

If the situation unravels there is the 
possibility of establishing a declared 
or undeclared Salafist principality in 



eastern Syria (Hasaka and Der Zor), 
and this is exactly what the supporting 
powers to the opposition want, in 
order to isolate the Syrian regime, 
which is considered the strategic 
depth of the Shia expansion (Iraq and 
Iran). 

The DIA memo would also explain who 
these “supporting powers” are: 

The West, Gulf countries and Turkey 
support the opposition; while Russia, 
China and Iran support the regime. 

That “Salafist principality” 
would eventually take shape 
as the so-called “Islamic” 
(Salafist) “State” (principahty) 
and be used specifically to 
pressure the government of 
Syria in Damascus as well 
as create a pretext for U. S. 
military forces permanently 
occupying Syrian territory 
where U. S. proxies stood 
little chance of holding onto 
it themselves. 

While the U. S. declares ISIS more or 
less defeated, the fact remains that militants 
still fighting in Syria include ISIS fighters 
in their ranks and - despite superficial 
differences - those particularly fighting in 
and around Idlib province in northern 
Syria are indistinguishable from ISIS in 
both terms of extremist ideology and from 
which States they receive their funding and 
weapons. 

A similar slash and burn method was 
used in Iraq to invite a greater U. S. role 
in Iraqi security in a conflict that cut a 
swath of destruction across Iraqi territory, 
particularly in Sunni-majority regions of 
Iraq. 

The conflict created an opportunity for 
the U. S. to strengthen Kurds in northern 
Iraq to hirther isolate and diminish the power 


of the Shia’a majority-led government in 
Baghdad, as well as create a pretext for 
U. S.-GCC “rapprochemenf’ as Reuters 
put it - to knock Sunni-majority regions of 
Iraq out of Baghdad’s orbit. 

Rebuilding or retrenching? 

Reports in October 2017 indicated that 
the U. S. was particularly interested in Iraqi 
highways connecting Baghdad with Jordan 
and Saudi Arabia. Analysts speculated that 
this was literally an inroad into Iraq the 
U. S. and its GCC allies could use to not 







only build a permanent foothold in Iraq 
upon, but also a logistical corridor the 
“coalition” could use to bring in a future 
wave of militants aimed at rolling back 
Iran and its allies in neighboring Iraq and 
Syria. 

Unlike in Syria where Russian air power 
in 2015 quickly targeted and eliminated 
ISIS’ logistical networks streaming out of 
NATO territory in Turkey, highways in 
Iraq controlled by U. S. contractors with a 
possible U. S. military presence there as 
well would make repeating Russia’s 
success infinitely more difficult. 

Kurdish media have also reported that 
the money Secretary Tillerson lobbied the 
GCC to contribute would also flow into 
northern Iraq. While under the guise of 
reconstruction aid, the investments in truth 
will give the GCC greater influence over 
the Kurds as well. 

Pushing out Iran 

While the United States attempts to 
credit itself and its GCC partners with the 
defeat - rather than the creation - of ISIS, 
it was in fact Iran’s role in both Iraq and 
Syria that provided for the organization’s 
defeat. 

From across the Western media, articles 
like The Atlantic's “The Shia Militias of 
Iraq” and PBS’ “Iraq’s Shia Militias: The 
Double-Edged Sword Against ISIS” admit 
to the central role Iran and its allies within 


Iraq played in defeating ISIS. 

Greater Israel 

Those wars the U. S. and GCC launched 
against Syria and Iraq by proxy were 
aimed primarily at Iran. The rise of ISIS 
emerged from the proxy conflict’s failure 
to topple the Syrian government and move 
quickly onward to Iran. 

The momentum of the West’s proxy 
campaign against Iran has been broken, 
leaving the West searching for footholds 
while it continues whittling away at both 
Damascus and Tehran. 

While the U. S. claims it must 
“weaken Iran’s influence” in 
Iraq, this is only because it seeks 
to impose its own will on both 
Baghdad and the Middle Eastern 
region itself. For Iran, ties with 
Iraq, Syria and the rest of the 
Middle East are determined by 
geographical proximity, shared 
history and socioeconomic and 
religious ties that stretch back 
centuries. For the United States, 
its presumed role in the region 
stems solely out of a desire for hegemony - 
economic and geopolitical - in the same 
vein as traditional colonialism. 

Watching the footholds 

Iraq has proven a desire to prevent its 
involuntary reordering in the wake of ISIS. 
Baghdad mobilized military forces that 
swiftly rolled Kurdish forces back to their 
pre-ISIS boundaries after Kurds had taken 
and announced they would hold onto new 
lands after ISIS forces vacated them. 

A similar story appears to have unfolded 
regarding U. S. attempts to control Iraqi 
highways leading out of Baghdad toward 
Iraq’s neighbors to the west and south. Iraq 
appears determined to assert its control 
over its own territory. 

However, investments in the form of 
both obvious and more subtle footholds 
will likely still develop in the wake of ISIS’ 
defeat. What the U. S.-GCC-backed ISIS 
campaign destroyed will be rebuilt - and 
this by U. S.-GCC contractors representing 
U. S.-GCC interests. 

Watching these footholds develop and 
gauging Baghdad and its Iranian allies’ 
responses to them will be essential in 
discerning what future opportunities the 
U. S.-GCC might attempt to exploit during 
their next try at reasserting control over a 
Middle East that is quickly slipping away 
from them. 


Asylum seekers set fires, cause ruckus

Iwo men, aged 24 and 25, from 
Eritrea were remanded in custody for 
six days on February 17 after riots broke 
out at an asylum reception center in 
Kofmou, Cyprus, during which rubbish 
bins were torched and installations 
damaged. 

The court heard the two suspects and 
another man, also from Eritrea, started 
protesting on Friday night at 9:30 PM 
because the authorities had decided not 
to grant them a monthly stipend after they 
refused to work. 

The center’s personnel tried to calm the 
men; however, they started smashing things 
and instigating others to join in. 

Police officers from the local station 
arrived on the scene but, instead of calming 
down, the situation escalated - protesters 
placing desks, chairs and large plastic 
rubbish bins in the center’s main road and 
setting them alight. 

The fire service was called to the scene 
but, at their sight, those protesters started 
hurling stones and other objects at police 
and the fire fighters. 

Meanwhile, they caused damage to the 
prefabricated buildings used as dormitories 
and offices. 

More officers arrived at the center along 



with negotiators who tried to communicate 
with the rioters, only to be met by stones. 

Authorities responded by dispatching 
riot units and, at 1:40 AM on Saturday, they 
entered the center and secured the area. 

At around 3:00 AM, the court heard, a 
Palestinian man staying at the center went 
to the police station and reported that he 
had been assaulted by one of the rioters, 
who hit him in the head with a brick. The 
man had suffered injury near his right eye. 

Two hours later, one of the workers at 
the center noticed a fire set at one of the 
prefabricated buildings near its entrance. 
The fire was put out by the fire service after 
causing extensive damage to the interior. 

Four men from Eritrea were identified 
as the instigators of the trouble and police 
issued warrants for their arrest. They 


managed to locate two of them and had to 
fire warning shots in the air to disperse the 
crowd and make the arrests. Police arrested 
a third person later Saturday while the 
other one remains at large. 

Following the arrests, a number of asylum 
seekers walked to the police station at 
Kofinou and remained there for hours 
demanding to see the suspects. They 
claimed that the two men had nothing to do 
with the riots. 

The protest ended without any incident. 
The Eritrean asylum seekers had arrived in 
Cyprus from Italy under an E. U. relocation 
program among member States. 

Interior Ministry permanent secretary 
Kypros Kyprianou visited Kofmou later 
Saturday. 

He said forty individuals from Eritrea 
had been relocated to Cyprus during the 
past two or three months under that E. U. 
program. 

Disillusioned 

“One of their demands is to return to 
Italy,” he told reporters. “But what caused 
last night’s vandalisms was them hearing 
they would not receive the guaranteed 
minimum income (€480) because they 
had refused to work. 

Kyprianou said the law on GMI applied 
to all citizens of the republic without 
exception.

Deconstructing Reconstruction 


Last month TFF noted on page 
22 Virginia’s move toward sound 
money. Now the Alabama Senate 
has unanimously passed a bill to 
promote gold and silver as cash.

h February 8, 2018, the Alabama 
Senate unanimously passed a bill that would 
exempt the sale of gold and silver bullion 
from State sales and use tax, encouraging 
its use and taking the first step toward 
breaking the Federal Reserve’s monopoly 
on money. 

Senator Tim Melson (R-Florence) had 
introduced Senate Bill 156 on January 11. 
The legislation would exempt the gross 
proceeds from the sale of gold, silver, 
platinum and palladium bullion in the form 
of bars, ingots or coins from sales and use 
tax in the State for five years after the date 
of enactment. 

The Senate passed SB 156 by a 26-0 
vote. A similar bill is moving through the 
Alabama House. 

Imagine if you asked a grocery clerk to 
break a $5 bill and he charged you a 35 cent 
tax. Silly, right? After all, you were only 
exchanging one form of money for another. 
But that’s essentially what Alabama’s sales 
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tax on gold and silver bullion does. By 
removing the sales tax on the exchange of 
gold and silver, Alabama would treat specie 
as money instead of a commodity. This 
represents a small step 
toward reestablishing gold 
and silver as legal tender 
and breaking down the 
Fed’s monopoly on money. 

“We ought not to tax 
money - and that’s a good 
idea. It makes no sense to 
tax money,” former U. S. 

Rep. Ron Paul explained 
during testimony when 
supporting an Arizona 
bill that repealed capital 
gains taxes on gold and 
silver in that State. “Paper is not money, it’s 
fraud,” he continued. 

The proposed law’s impact would go 
beyond mere tax policy. During an event 
after his Senate committee testimony, Paul 
pointed out that it’s really about the size 
and scope of government. 

“If you’re for less government, you 
want sound money. The people who want 
big government, they don’t want sound 
money. They want to deceive you and 
commit fraud. They want to print the 
money. They want a monopoly. They want 
to get you conditioned, as our schools have 
conditioned us, to the point where deficits 
don’t matter.” 

Practically speaking, eliminating taxes 
on the sale of gold and silver would crack 


open the door for people to begin using 
specie in regular business transactions. 
This would mark an important small step 
toward currency competition. If sound 


money gains a foothold in the marketplace 
against Federal Reserve notes, the people 
would be able to choose the time-tested 
stability of gold and silver over the central 
bank’s rapidly-depreciating paper currency. 

Background information 

The United States Constitution reads in 
Article I, Section 10: “No State shall... 
make any Thing but gold and silver Coin a 
Tender in Payment of Debts.” States have 
just ignored this constitutional provision 
for years. It’s impossible for a State to 
return to a constitutionally sound money 
system when it taxes gold and silver as a 
commodity. 

This Alabama bill takes a step towards 
that constitutional requirement, ignored 



for decades in every State. Such a tactic 
would set the stage to undermine the 
Federal Reserve monopoly by introducing 
competition into the monetary system. 

Constitutional tender expert Professor 
William Greene said that when people in 
multiple States actually start using gold 
and silver instead of Federal Reserve 
Notes, it would effectively nullify the 
Federal Reserve and end the federal 
government’s monopoly on money. 

“Over time, as residents of the State use 
both Federal Reserve notes and silver and 
gold coins, the fact that the coins hold their 
value more than Federal Reserve notes do 
will lead to a “reverse Gresham’s Law” 
effect, where good money (gold and silver 
coins) will drive out bad money (Federal 
Reserve notes). As this happens, a cascade 
of events can begin to occur, including the 
flow of real wealth toward the State’s 
treasury, an influx of banking business 
from outside of the State - as people in 
other States carry out their desire to bank 
with sound money - and an eventual 
outcry against the use of Federal Reserve 
notes for any transactions.” 

Once things get to that point. Federal 
Reserve notes would become largely 
unwanted and irrelevant for ordinary 
people. Nullifying the Fed on a State by 
State level is what will get us there. 

What’s next 

SB 156 will move to the House for 
further consideration. 


Three things we now accept as “normal” for the economy

Jiow can central banks “retrain” 
participants while maintaining their 
extreme policies of stimulus? 

Humans habituate very easily to 
new circumstances, even extreme 
ones. What we accept as “normal” 
now may have been considered 
bizarre, extreme or unstable a few 
short years ago. 

Three economic examples come 
to mind: 

1. Near-zero interest rates. If 

someone had announced to a room of 
economists and financial journalists in 
2006 that interest rates would be near zero 
for the foreseeable future, few would have 
considered it possible or healthy. Yet now 
the Federal Reserve and other central 
banks have kept interest rates/bond yields 
near zero for almost nine years. 

The Fed has raised rates a mere 0.75% 
in three cautious baby steps, clearly fearful 
of collapsing the “recovery.” 

What would happen if mortgages 
returned to their previously “normal” level 
around 7% from the current 4%? What 
would happen to auto sales if people with 
average credit had to pay more than 0% or 
1% for an auto loan? 

Those in charge of setting rates and 
yields are clearly fearful that “normalized” 
interest rates would kill the recovery and 


tuition/fees. A more realistic rate of 
inflation is 7%-8% annually, in the 
higher-cost regions of the U. S. 
especially. 

But, setting that aside, there is 
a puzzling asymmetry between 
low official inflation and the 
unprecedented expansion of money 
supply, debt and monetary stimulus 
(credit and liquidity). To date, most 
of this new money appears to be 
inflating assets rather than the real 
world. But - can this asymmetry 
continue for another nine years? 

3. Stock markets are soaring but sales 
and profits are stagnant. Everyone knows 
central banks are still pumping billions of 
dollars per month into the financial system, 
and this (coupled with central bank 
purchases of stocks and bonds) has been 
pushing stocks sharply higher for the past 
nine years, with only a few hiccups along 
the way. 

This is pushing valuations out of 
alignment with traditional metrics of 
valuing assets such as sales and profits - a 
process known as “price discovery.” In 
essence, traders and investors have 
habituated to central banks driving private- 
sector markets higher, not because the 
assets are generating more value or profits, 
but simply as a function of centralized 
money creation and asset purchases. 

All of these extremes generate mal- 


the stock bubble. 

2. Massive money creation hasn’t 
generated infiation. In classic economics, 
massive money printing (injecting trillions 
of dollars, yuan, yen and euros into the 
financial system) would be expected to 
spark inflation. 

As many of us have observed, “official” 
inflation of less than 2% does not align 
with “real-world” inflation in big-ticket 
items such as rent, healthcare and college 
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investment, diminishing returns and perverse 
incentives for ramping up unproductive 
and risky speculation, leverage and debt. 
Yet the central banks have trapped 
themselves in this risky trajectory because 
they’ve pushed the accelerator to the 
floorboard for nine years. Any extreme 
held in place for nine years has long 
slipped from “temporary” to permanent. 

Participants have now habituated fully 
to central banks extreme stimulus of 
financial markets, and in a sense they’ve 
forgotten how to price assets based on 
real-world private-sector measures. 

How, then, can central banks “retrain” 
participants while maintaining their extreme 
policies of stimulus? The only possible 
answer is: they can’t. 
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Venezuela launches Its “petro” currency

Venezuela has officially launched its 
new digital currency, to become the first 
country with its own oil-backed crypto¬ 
currency. 

The currency is scheduled to be traded 
at the secondary market both at home 
and abroad starting from April. However, 
official figures released on February 21 
showed it was already being welcomed by 
investors. 

Off and running 

President Nicolas Maduro announced 
that preliminary sales of the Venezuelan 
cryptocurrency named “petro” had reached 
735 million U. S. Dollars. 

“We have already seen intentions to buy 
the Petro worth 4.77 billion Chinese yuan, 
which equals 596 million euros, or 735 


million U. S. dollars,” Maduro was quoted 
as saying during a ceremony presenting the 
petro. 

“The petro reinforces our independence 
and economic sovereignty and will allow 
us to fight the greed of foreign powers that 
try to suffocate Venezuelan families as a 
way to seize our oil,” he said. 

Sales of the digital currency - which 
Venezuela hopes will enable it to dodge the 
impacts of U. S.-led financial sanctions - 
could reach 100 million petros, with an 
initial value set at 60 U. S. dollars, given 
the price of a barrel of Venezuelan crude 
oil as of mid-January. 

According to a white paper issued by 
the Venezuelan government, 38.4 million 
petros would be pre-sold from February 20 
to March 19, 44 million on March 20 and 


beyond - with the remaining 17.6 million 
held by managing authorities established 
by the government. 

The plan to launch Venezuela’s petro 
was announced by Maduro last year amid 
an economic crisis leading to a plunge in 
the value of the Bolivar, his country’s 
currency. It is based on oil, gas, gold and 
diamond reserves. 

Using the comic character as a code for 
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the United States, Maduro has hinted that 
the petro could bypass the U. S. financial 
system, saying, “Today, a cryptocurrency 
is being bom that can take on Superman,” 
according to a report by Russia’s Sputnik 
news agency. 

Opinions 

Maduro solemnly announced that such a 
move had put the country on the world’s 
technological forefront, though blockchain 
experts had cautioned that the petro was 
unlikely to draw significant investment 
due to its deep economic imbalances that 
could imminently undermine confidence 
in the new digital currency. 

“We have taken a giant step into the 21 st 
Century. We are in the world’s technological 
vanguard,” Maduro said on a nationally 
broadcast show, as reported by Sputnik. 
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What U. S. news reports hide on Syria’s war

What’s being hidden from the public 
by the U. S. news media’s reports on 
Syria’s war is that, ever since 2012, the 
U. S. Government has been trying to over¬ 
throw Syria’s Government by supporting, 
training and arming, in Syria, the many 
jihadist groups who were being led by A1 
Qaeda in Syria - jihadist groups which 
unanimously accept A1 Qaeda’s leadership 
there. Without A1 Qaeda in Syria, the U. S. 
effort to overthrow the government of 
Bashar al-Assad (who was elected in 2014 
to a new Presidential term in an inter¬ 
nationally monitored democratic election, 
winning 89% of the vote) wouldn’t have 
come anywhere close to succeeding; but, 
with Al Qaeda’s help, it almost did succeed. 
America, even as late as late 2016, was 
demanding that Russia stop bombing Al 
Qaeda and their allied jihadist groups in 
Syria, but Russia refused; this was a major 
hangup in the years-long Kerry-Lavrov 
(U. S.-Russia) negotiations for a ceasefire 
in Syria. Kerry couldn’t get President 
Obama to go along with Russia’s (Putin’s) 
insistence upon continued bombing both 
of ISIS and of Al Qaeda; Obama insisted: 
No bombing of Al Qaeda. 

Banksters and hucksters 

More recently, after the effort to over¬ 
throw Syria’s Government failed during 
2016, the U. S. goal (since nearly the very 
end of Obama’s Administration) has been 
assisting Kurds in Syria’s northeast who 
want to establish there a Kurdistan, which 
would be beholden to Washington and 
would cooperate with U. S. oil companies 
and their contractors such as Haliburton to 
extract Syria’s oil and construct pipelines 
for both oil and gas from mainly three U. S. 
allies - Saudi Arabia, UAE, and Qatar - 
into the world’s largest energy market, 
the E. U., to enable the U. S. and those 
fundamentalist-Sunni allies to displace 
Russia from that market, where Russia 
currently is the largest energy supplier. 

This hiding, which is done in order to 
block the public’s understanding of what’s 
going on, is well-exemplified in the slick 
February 9th front-page New York Times 
headline news report, titled “If s Hard to 
Believe, but Syria’s War Is Getting Even 
Worse,” which is titled online instead as 
“Far From Winding Down, Syria’s War 
Escalates on Multiple Fronts.” This half- 
fictional potboiler opens like any war 
potboiler generally does, not by explaining 
anything, but instead with the typical 
slick-journalism device of an anecdote (the 
bloodier and more-obviously outrageous, the 
better, in order to whip up the interest and 
attention of the gullible mass of readers): 
“Half a dozen newborns, blinking and 
arching their backs, were carried from a 
burning hospital hit by air strikes. A bombed 
apartment house collapsed, burying 
families.” Anyone will, of course, have 
sympathy for babies, and their families, in 
a hospital that gets hit by a bomb in a war. 
Everything that follows this slick opening 
is designed to anger readers against Syria’s 
Government, that being the propagandistic 
objective of virtually all U. S. “news” 
coverage of this war. 

One-dimensional chess 

Such an article leaves the reader totally 
confused as to why what is happening is 
happening. But it’s accompanied by yet 
another article, “Why Is the Syrian War 
Still Raging?” That piece says, “Each of 
the major conflicts has its own underlying 
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logic that sustains the fighting” and then 
it goes on to consider, in turn, what it 
identifies as “the major conflicts,” which it 
alleges to be the following three (as being 
answers to consider for the article’s title 
question, “Why Is the Syrian War Still 
Raging?” - which means why the war is 
still raging, even after ISIS in Syria has 
been defeated and when the task that 
everyone had been expecting to remain 
now would be to kill the few ISIS and the 
other jihadists who still are there, and then 
restore the country fully to peace without 
any jihadists): 

1. “Assad versus rebels” 

2. “The battle against ISIS” 

3. “Turkey versus the Kurds” 

Truth will out 

They ignore altogether the actual reason 
“Why Is the Syrian War Still Raging?”: 

4. “U. S. versus Syria” 

That’s what the Times leaves out - hides. 

The U. S. went into Syria lying to say 
that its main goal was to eliminate ISIS 
there, but didn’t do anything to ISIS in 
Syria until after Russia was invited into the 
war on 30 September 2015 and promptly 
started to bomb the oil tanker trucks that 
were carrying Syrian oil from ISIS 
controlled areas into Turkey for export 
and income to ISIS (and Turkey). America 
had been committed ever since 2012 to 
overthrow Syria’s Government, but now 
(under Trump) it’s trying to break up Syria 
and to steal its oil and at least enough of 
its territory so as to destroy Syria even 
further, and to cripple Russia in its main 
foreign market. 

However, this isn’t a criticism of the 
New York Times especially, but of all 
“news” reporting in the U. S. and its allied 
countries. For example, the BBC did a one 
year retrospective on the first anniversary 
of Russia’s 30 September 2015 start of its 
bombing of what the U. S. regime calls “the

rebels” in Syria, and, under the headline, 
“Syria war: How Moscow’s bombing 
campaign has paid off for Putin,” quoted a 
supposed reliable authority as saying, 
“Moscow had sought to steadily destroy 
the moderate Syrian opposition on the 
battlefield, leaving only jihadist forces in 
play, and lock the U. S. into a political 
framework of negotiations that would serve 
beyond the shelf life of this administration.” 
This is basically upside down: The myth 
that there had been any substantial non- 
jihadist or “moderate” Syrian opposition, 
and that Washington’s operation in Syria 
relies on such “moderates,” is an essential 
lie - in which all of the mainstream, and 
well over 90% of the “alternative news” 
media, must participate if they’re allowed 
to continue. Billionaires have lots of clout. 
There’s talk about “manufactured consent,” 
and this is the way it is “manufactured.” It 
is manufactured by incessant lying, not 
only by the government but by the press. 

Investigate the investigator 

A good rule is to distrust everything you 
read, and to click onto at least a sampling 
of its sources and examine them yourself to 
see whether they support the allegations 
that they allegedly support; and to evaluate 
whether those sources are themselves 
trustworthy - and to ignore any “news” 
medium that doesn’t link to its sources 
(doesn’t conveniently let you check out its 
truth or falsehood), which includes TV, 
radio and print media. Only online news 
can even qualify to be considered by an 
intelligent reader; but, if it’s online print, 
like for example the New York Times, then 
it can be taken only on trust, which 
certainly isn’t earned by any record of 
carefulness to report the truth and only the 



truth. This is why I always link to my 
sources, either directly or via articles that 
do link directly to them, additionally placing 
them into their essential context so that 
they can be accurately understood. 

Inimical objectivity 

No news report can be any more reliable 
than its sources. Most “news” is sourced 
to propagandists. The key thing for any 
educational system is to teach people how 
to be intelligently skeptical of everything; 
but no regime wants such an educational 
system. Honest news coverage is therefore 
rare. Any assumption that it’s not rare is 
blatantly false. 

As George Monbiot, the Guardian 
columnist, said in an extraordinary burst of 
honesty: 

“I work in a profoundly corrupt industry, 
and I hate it... There are some really great 
journalists out there, but they live in a 
country under occupation - that’s how it 
feels. The industry is a really hostile place 
for good journalism, for journalism which 
seeks to hold power to account, which in 
my view is what journalism is all about - 
that’s the point of it... [But the reality of 
journalism is] it’s about actually reinforcing 
the messages of power... persuading 
people that what the billionaires want is 
what the rest of us should want.”

The U. N. Office for Refugees urges 
Hungary to implement the migration plan 
that has recently been published by masonic 
lodges in a joint statement.

government, calling on Hungary to abolish 
border control, and allow unrestricted 
access of migrants into the country; in 
addition, guarantee the free operation of 
organizations that openly help migrants 
coming to Europe - writes extremist liberal 
news portal index.hu. 

Besides interfering with Hungarian 
internal affairs, the U. N. demands the 
withdrawal of earlier introduced measures 
by the government aimed at shutting down 
mass migration. 

UNHCR has found that on average 
every day Hungarian authorities allow only 
two asylum seekers to enter the country via 
the two so-called transit zones along the 
Serbian-Hungarian border. Asylum seekers 
who are trying to get into the country 
illegally are automatically returned to the 
other side of the border. “This means that 


Hungary has virtually closed its borders... 
clearly violating international and European 
Union laws,” says the statement. 

The U. N. refugee agency’s 
announcement clearly states 
that it expects Hungary to 
abolish border control, and 
allow foreign funded NGOs to 
freely roam the country and 
ship migrants into Hungary 
and other E. U. countries 
without restrictions. 

UNHCR urges Hungary to observe the 
“rights” of migrants seeking international 
protection and allow them to enter the 
country freely, says the press release. 

The content of the above statement is 
essentially the same as that of the joint 
statement signed by European masonic 
lodges in September on mass migration. 

In the statement published by the French 
Medias-Presse, the lodges called on the 
leaders of the European Union to allow all 
migrants from the Middle East and Africa 
to enter the E. U. without restriction.

IVIaking drugs illegal is a new thing. 
It’s roughly 400 years since the Europeans 
arrived in America. For seventy-five percent 
of the time since that arrival drugs have 
been legal. The path from full legality to 
today’s many restrictions on drugs has 
been a long and involved one. 

In early American history, first the 
colonial governments and then the federal 
government not only allowed drug use but 
encouraged it. In colonial times, there were 
laws on the books requiring farmers to grow 
cannabis (hemp) on a specific percentage 
of their land. During the U. S. Civil War 
more men died in camp of diseases than 
died in battle. Officers would routinely 
hand out opium gum for soldiers to chew. 
Whiskey was the primary painkiller. With 
the discovery of morphine, it became 
common to mix morphine into the whiskey 
to produce a beverage called laudanum. 

Between 1860 and 1900 the use of 
morphine, cocaine and other drugs mixed 
in alcoholic beverages was commonplace. 

Laws regulating drug use are a recent 
development in American history. Here are 
some of the more significant drug laws 
fromU. S. history. 

The San Francisco ordinance 

The first notable U. S. drug law was 
an ordinance passed in San Francisco, 
California. Interesting to note that, while 
today California takes a more lenient view 


of drug use, San Francisco is the first place 
to have passed a significant drug regulation 
ordinance. 

The San Francisco ordinance, passed in 
1875, banned the smoking of opium in an 
opium den. Opium could still be smoked in 
private homes and swallowed in beverages 
containing opium; its derivative compound 
morphine could still be consumed. The 
main thrust of the ordinance was a try at 
keeping White people, especially young 
females, from frequenting Chinese opium 
businesses. This ordinance only applied to 
the city and County of San Francisco. It 
would be over thirty years before another 
law was passed regulating drugs. 

The Pure Food and Drug Act 

This law was passed by Congress in 
1906. The Pure Food and Drug Act was 
primarily aimed at controlling opiate 
addiction. The belief was that by labeling 
products which contained drugs people 
would be less likely to consume them. 
Between the U. S. Civil War and 1906, 
products containing morphine and cocaine 
had become extremely popular. Many 
women consumed tonics containing 
morphine and babies were often given 
soothing syrups which contained morphine 
and alcohol. 

The early thinking was that if a parent

had the choice between a baby product 
containing one percent morphine and 
another containing two percent morphine, 
the parent would probably choose the 
product with a lower percentage of drugs. 
Unfortunately, many parents thought that 
if one percent morphine stopped the baby 
from crying and allowed them to sleep, 
then two percent morphine would be even 
better. 

Harrison Narcotic Act 

Many laws regulating drugs and alcohol 
began as taxation. Once you can tax some¬ 
thing, you can also regulate its use. Raising 
taxes has repeatedly been tried in efforts 
to reduce drug consumption. Besides 
imposing regulations and taxes on drugs, 
the Harrison Narcotic Tax Act, passed in 
1914 just before World War I, restricted 
sales of drugs to licensed pharmacies and 
required a doctor’s prescription. 

One provision in the law continues to 
cause problems. Doctors are not supposed 
to prescribe drugs to maintain a drug 
addict’s addiction. Rather than prescribing 
heroin addicts heroin or morphine addicts 
morphine, doctors now switch opiate 
addicts to methadone, an even more 
addicting drug. 

Alcohol Prohibition 

Prohibition was inducted in 1920 with 
the passage of the eighteenth amendment. 
At the time, it was described as the Great 
Experiment. The effects of the Great 
Experiment continue to be debated. There 
were widespread efforts to evade the law. 
The law did not prohibit consumption of 
alcoholic beverages or home manufacture 
of beer and wine. What it did prohibit was 
the commercial manufacturing, transporting 
and sale of alcoholic beverages. 

During prohibition, hospital admissions 
for alcohol-related health problems declined 
significantly. What didn’t decline during 


prohibition was illegal activity. Because of 
the widespread violence and unpopularity 
of the law, prohibition was repealed by the 
twenty-first amendment passed in 1933. 

Controlled Substance Act 

The Controlled Substance Act passed in 
1970 created a system of classifying or 
scheduling drugs which continues to this 
day. The period since 1970 has seen the 
passage of many additional laws attempting 
to regulate drug use. These laws include 
the law creating the Drug Enforcement 
Administration, anti-trafficking laws. 
Analog Act, Anti-Drug Abuse Act, and 
specific laws providing additional regulation 
and enforcement activities involving 
methamphetamine, ecstasy, tobacco 
smoking and synthetic drug abuse. 

Much of the legal activity in the period 
from 1970 to today was a part of the well- 
publicized “War on Drugs.” 

That’s a little of the background on 
drug laws which people who work in the 
substance abuse treatment and prevention 
fields are expected to know. In a future 
post, we should take a closer look at the 
current system of scheduling drugs and 
why some of the newer laws have created 
enforcement problems.

Is Mexico

In 2006, Mexico launched a 
war on drugs with the fervent 
backing of its ever-helpful 
neighbor to the north, the 
United States of America. 

A bit more than a decade 
later, some 200,000 people are 
estimated to have been killed 
thus far as a result, with an 
additional 30,000 or more 
disappeared and a continuous 
discovery of unmarked mass graves. 

Recent reports suggest that 2017 was, in 
fact, Mexico’s most violent year in terms of 
homicides, since the Mexican government 
began publicizing crime data in 1997. 
More than 29,000 murders were recorded 
last year alone. 

And what do you know: Drugs continue 
to flow into the U. S., where the outlawing 
of mind-altering substances that are in 
sky-high demand is precisely what renders 
the drug business in Mexico so lethally 
lucrative in the first place. 

Perverse symbiosis 

Arturo Cano, a journalist with prominent 
Mexican newspaper La Jornada, once 
commented to me regarding the perverse 
symbiosis that has long characterized the 
U. S.-Mexico relationship: “Mexico provides 
the cheap labor and the U. S. provides the 
deportees. Mexico provides the dead and 
disappeared and the U. S. the armies of 
drug users.” 

Cano went on to invoke a lament 
attributed to former Mexican dictator 
Porfirio Diaz, who died in 1915: “Poor 
Mexico, so far from God, so close to the 
United States.” 

Indeed, thanks to acute geographical 
misfortune, Mexico has been an easy 
target for economic abuse by its northern 
neighbor - entailing magical forms of “free 
trade” in which the U. S. is permitted to 


freely bombard the Mexican market with 
subsidized products while driving several 
million Mexican farmers out of business. 

Unsurprisingly, destroying a whole lot 
of livelihoods is not the best way to deter 
people from pursuing options conducive to 
financial survival - including, as it turns 
out, in the field of narco-activity. 

Meanwhile, the U. S. handily offsets its 
considerable contributions to the forging 
of this Mexican narco-State by donating 
billions of dollars to the drug war effort. 

This arrangement effectively amounts 
to throwing more money into a landscape 
of impunity in which notoriously corrupt 
security forces are involved in extrajudicial 
massacres and deadly collaboration with 
drug cartels. 

Not that a country where the police 
regularly kill unarmed Black people should 
be regarded as the standard bearer for 
ethical behavior. 

Perpetuating war 

Amnesty International has noted that, as 
a result of Mexico’s drug war, reports of 
torture and other ill treatment by Mexican 
police and military officials grew by 600 
percent between 2003 and 2013. 

And, according to one 2016 Amnesty 
International document, Mexican security 
forces “routinely torture and ill-treat 
women” whom they detain in group arrests 
in order to “to boost figures and show 


society that the government’s security 
efforts are yielding results.” 

When it comes to keeping the old casus 
belli alive, the U. S. Drug Enforcement 
Administration (DEA) is in the very same 
boat on the other side of the border. After 
all, if you actually win a war on drugs, 
there’ll be no more incoming funds to fight 
that war forever and ever. 

As Carmen Boullosa and Mike Wallace 
observe in their book, A Narco History: 
How the United States and Mexico Jointly 
Created the “Mexican Drug War, ” the 
DEA would “be hard-pressed to justify its 
annual budget of roughly $2.5 billion if the 
legal ground shifted beneath if’ towards 
drug decriminalization. 

In 2006, as Ginger Thompson ably 
narrates in a New Yorker piece titled 
“Trafficking in Terror,” the DEA hoisted 
itself onto the ever-profitable war on terror 
bandwagon with help from the scary new 
crime of “narco-terrorism.” 

But, just as the U. S. is unqualified to 
fight a literal war on terror - engaging as it 
does in regular bouts of terror-inducing 
activity across the globe - the country’s 
drug war credentials are somewhat less 
than impeccable, particularly when one 
considers New York Times headlines like 
“The CIA Drug Connection Is as Old as the 
Agency.” 

Dangers galore 

It would require a document longer than 
Donald Trump’s fetishized border wall to 
adequately delve into the U. S.’ history of 
complicity in the international drug trade - 
from Vietnam to Pakistan to Panama and 
Honduras. 

In one especially memorable episode in 
the 1980s, an endearing U. S. partnership 
with right-wing Nicaraguan Contras led to a 
certain crack cocaine epidemic in the U. S. 
and the devastation of Black communities 
in South Central Los Angeles. 

In more recent years, U. S. shamelessness 
has included cooperation between the DEA 


and none other than Mexico’s Sinaloa 
cartel. 

Enter the current U. S. president and 
disseminator extraordinaire of fake news, 
who tweeted on January 18 with regard 
to his proposed border monstrosity: “We 
need the Wall to help stop the massive 
inflow of drugs from Mexico, now rated 
the number one most dangerous country in 
the world.” 

Never mind that Mexico’s homicide rate 
is in fact lower than that of other regional 
U. S. buddies - and preferred “drug war” 
partners - like Colombia. 

In any case, Trumpian reality has now 
officially awarded the position of “number 
one most dangerous country in the world” 
to a place long victimized by the U. S. - 
the very same U. S. that, in cultivating a 
disproportionately trigger-happy culture at 
home, could very well stand to issue travel 
advisories for its own domestic classrooms, 
nightclubs and playgrounds. 

Add to these truths the U. S. habit of 
invading and traumatizing other countries 
at will, and the country itself might - 
just might - start to seem like the most 
dangerous one on earth.

Chapter VI 

October 13,1991. At 9:15 
yesterday morning our bomb 
went off in the FBI’s national 
headquarters building. Our 
worries about the relatively 
small size of the bomb were unfounded; 
the damage is immense. We have certainly 
disrupted a major portion of the FBI’s 
headquarters operations for at least the 
next several weeks, and it looks like we 
have also achieved our goal of wrecking 
their new computer complex. 

My day’s work started a little before five 
o’clock yesterday, when I began helping 
Ed Sanders mix heating oil with ammonium 
nitrate fertilizer in Unit 8’s garage. We 
stood the bags on end one by one and 
poked a small hole in their tops with a 
screwdriver, just big enough to insert the 
end of a funnel. While I held the bag and 
funnel, Ed poured in a gallon of oil. Then 
we slapped a big square of adhesive tape 
over the hole, and I turned the bag end over 
end to mix the contents while Ed refilled 
his oil can from the feeder line to their oil 
furnace. It took us nearly three hours to do 
all 44 sacks, and the work really wore me 
out. 

Meanwhile, George and Henry were out 
stealing a truck. With only two-and-a-half 
tons of explosives we didn’t need a big 
tractor trailer rig, so we had decided to 
grab a delivery truck belonging to an 
office-supply firm. They just followed the 
truck they wanted in our car until it stopped 
to make a delivery. When the driver - a 
Negro - opened the back of the truck and 
stepped inside, Henry hopped in after him 
and dispatched him swiftly and silently 
with his knife. 

Then George followed in the car while 
Henry drove the truck to the garage. They 
backed in just as Ed and I were finishing 
our work. 

They are certain that no one on the street 
noticed a thing. 

It took us another half hour to unload 
about a ton of mimeograph paper and 
miscellaneous office supplies from the truck 
and then to carefully pack our cases of 
dynamite and bags of sensitized fertilizer 
in place. Finally, I ran the cable and switch 
from the detonator through a chink from 
the cargo area into the cab of the truck. We 
left the driver’s body in the back of the 
truck. 

George and I headed for the FBI 
building in the car, with Henry following 
in the truck. We intended to park near the 



10th Street freight entrances and watch 
until the freight door to the basement level 
was opened for another truck, while Henry 
waited with “our” truck two blocks away. 
We would then give him a signal via 
walkie-talkie. 

As we drove by the building, however, 
we saw that the basement entrance was 
open and no one was in sight. We signaled 
Henry and kept going for another seven or 
eight blocks, until we found a good spot to 
park. Then we began walking back slowly, 
keeping an eye on our watches. 

We were still two blocks away when the 
pavement shuddered violently under our 
feet. An instant later the blast wave hit us - 
a deafening “ka-whoomp,” followed by 
an enormous roaring, crashing sound, 
accentuated by the higher-pitched noise of 


shattering glass all around us. 

The plate glass windows in the store 
beside us and dozens of others that we 
could see along the street were blown to 
splinters. A glittering and deadly rain of 
glass shards continued to fall into the street 
from the upper stories of nearby buildings 
for a few seconds, as a jet-black column of 
smoke shot straight up into the sky ahead 
of us. 

We ran the final two blocks and were 
dismayed to see what, at first glance, 
appeared to be an entirely intact FBI 
headquarters except, of course, that most 
of the windows were missing. We headed 
for the 10th Street freight entrances we had 
driven past a few minutes earlier. Dense, 
choking smoke was pouring from the ramp 
leading to the basement, and it was out of 
the question to attempt to enter there. 

Dozens of people were scurrying around 
the freight entrance to the central courtyard, 
some going in and some coming out. Many 
were bleeding profusely from cuts, and all 
had expressions of shock or dazed disbelief 
on their faces. George and I took deep 
breaths and hurried through the entrance. 
No one challenged us or even gave us a 
second glance. 

The scene in the courtyard was one of 
utter devastation. The whole Pennsylvania 
Avenue wing of the building, as we could 
then see, had collapsed, partly into the 
courtyard in the center of the building and 
partly into Pennsylvania Avenue. A huge, 
gaping hole yawned in the courtyard 
pavement just beyond the rubble of 
collapsed masonry, and it was from this 
hole that most of the column of black 
smoke was ascending. 

Overturned trucks and automobiles, 
smashed office furniture and building 
rubble were strewn wildly about - and so 
were the bodies of a shockingly large 
number of victims. Over everything hung 
the pall of black smoke, burning our eyes 
and lungs and reducing the bright morning 
to semi-darkness. 

We took a few steps into the courtyard 
in order to better evaluate the damage we 
had caused. We had to wade through a 
waist-deep sea of paper, which had spilled 
out of a huge jumble of file cabinets to our 
right, perhaps a thousand of them. It looked 
like they had slid en masse into the courtyard 
from one of the upper stories of the 
collapsed wing, and now there was a 
tangled heap of smashed and burst 
cabinets 20 feet high and 80 to 100 feet 
long interspersed with their disgorged 
contents, which had spread out beyond 
the heap until most of the courtyard was 
covered with paper. 

As we gaped with a mixture of horror 
and elation at the devastation, Henry’s 
head suddenly appeared a few feet away. 
He was climbing out of a crevice in the 
mountain of smashed file cabinets. We 
were both startled to see him, as he was 
supposed to have left the area as soon as he 
parked the truck and then waited for us to 
pick him up at the rendezvous point. 

He quickly explained that everything 
had gone so smoothly in the basement that 
he had decided to wait in the area for the 
blast. He had flipped the switch to the 
detonator timer as he drove the truck down 
the ramp into the building, so that there 
could be no chance of any difficulties 
which might arise causing him to change 
his mind. But no difficulties arose. He 
received no challenge, only a casual wave 
from a Black guard, as he pulled into the 
basement. Two other trucks were unloading 
at a freight platform, but Henry drove on 
past them, stopping his truck as nearly 
under the center of the Pennsylvania 
Avenue wing of the building as he could 
judge. He had a hoked-up set of delivery 
documents to hand to anyone who 
questioned him, but no one did. He walked 
past the inattentive Black guard, back up 
the ramp, and out onto the street. 

He waited by a public phone booth a 
block away until one minute before the 


explosion was due, then placed a call to 
the newsroom of the Washington Post. His 
brief message was: “Three weeks ago you 
and yours killed Carl Hodges in Chicago. 
We are now settling the score with your 
pals in the political police. Soon we’ll 
settle the score with you and all other 
traitors. White America shall live!” 

That should rattle their cage enough 
to provoke a few good headlines and 
editorials! 

Henry had beat us back to the FBI 
building by less than a minute, but he had 
put that minute to good use. He pointed to a 
few curls of lighter, grayish smoke which 
were beginning to rise from the tangle of 
smashed file cabinets from which he had 
just emerged, and then he flashed a quick 
grin as he dropped his cigarette lighter 
back into his pocket. Henry is a one-man 
army. 

As we turned to leave, I heard a moan 
and looked down to see a girl, about 20 
years old, half under a steel door and other 
debris. 

Her pretty face was smudged and 
scraped, and she seemed to be only half 
conscious. I lifted the door off her and saw 
that one leg was crumpled under her, badly 
broken, and blood was spurting from a 
deep gash in her thigh. 

I quickly removed the cloth belt from 
her dress and used it to make a tourniquet. 
The flow of blood slowed somewhat, but 
not enough. 

I then tore off a portion of her dress and 
folded it into a compress, which I held 
against the cut in her leg while George 
removed his shoelaces and used them to tie 
the compress in place. As gently as we 
could George and I picked her up to carry 
her out to the sidewalk. She moaned loudly 
as her broken leg straightened. 

The girl seemed to have no serious 
injuries other than her leg, and she will 
probably pull through all right. Not so for 
many others, though. When I stooped to 
stop the girl’s bleeding I became aware for 
the first time of the moans and screams of 
dozens of other injured persons in the 
courtyard. Not twenty feet away another 
woman lay motionless, her face covered 
with blood and a gaping wound in the side 
of her head - a horrible sight which I can 
still see vividly every time I close my eyes. 

According to the latest estimate released, 
approximately 700 persons were killed in 
the blast or subsequently died in the 
wreckage. 

That includes an estimated 150 persons 
who were in the sub-basement at the time 
of the explosion and whose bodies have 
not been recovered. 

It may be more than two weeks before 
enough rubble has been cleared away to 
allow frill access to that level of the building, 
according to the TV news reporter. That 
report and others we’ve heard yesterday 
and today make it virtually certain that the 
new computer banks in the sub-basement 
have either been totally destroyed or very 
badly damaged. 

All day yesterday and most of today 
we watched the TV coverage of rescue 
crews bringing the dead and injured out 
of the building. It is a heavy burden of 
responsibility for us to bear, since most of 
the victims of our bomb were only pawns 
who were no more committed to the sick 
philosophy or the racially destructive goals 
of the System than we are. 

But there is no way we can destroy the 
System without hurting many thousands of

innocent people - no way. It is a cancer too 
deeply rooted in our flesh. And if we don’t 
destroy the System before it destroys us - 
if we don’t cut this cancer out of our living 
flesh - our whole race will die. 

We have gone over this before, and we 
are all completely convinced that what 
we did is justified, but it is still very hard to 
see our own people suffering so intensely 
because of our acts. It is because Americans 
have for so many years been unwilling to 
make unpleasant decisions that we are 
forced to make decisions now which are 
stern indeed. 

And is that not a key to the whole 
problem? The corruption of our people by 
the Jewish-liberal-democratic-equalitarian 
plague which afflicts us is more clearly 
manifested in our soft-mindedness, our 
unwillingness to recognize the harder 
realities of life, than in anything else. 

Liberalism is an essentially feminine, 
submissive world view. Perhaps a better 
adjective than feminine is infantile. It is the 
world view of men who do not have the 
moral toughness, the spiritual strength to 



stand up and do single combat with life, 
who cannot adjust to the reality that the 
world is not a huge, pink-and-blue, padded 
nursery in which the lions lie down with 
the lambs and everyone lives happily ever 
after. 

Nor should spiritually healthy men of 
our race even want the world to be like 
that, if it could be so. That is an alien, 
essentially Oriental approach to life, the 
world view of slaves rather than of free 
men of the West. 

But it has permeated our whole society. 
Even those who do not consciously accept 
the liberal doctrines have been corrupted 
by them. Decade after decade the race 
problem in America has become worse. 
But the majority of those who wanted a 
solution, who wanted to preserve a White 
America, were never able to screw up the 
courage to look the obvious solutions in 
the face. 

All the liberals and the Jews had to do 
was begin screeching about “inhumanity” 
or “injustice” or “genocide,” and most of 
our people who had been beating around 
the edges of a solution took to their heels 
like frightened rabbits. Because there was 
never a way to solve the race problem 
which would be “fair for everybody” or 
which everyone concerned could be politely 
persuaded into accepting without any fuss 
or unpleasantness, they kept trying to 
evade it, hoping that it would go away by 
itself. And the same has been true of the 
Jewish problem and the immigration 
problem and the overpopulation problem 
and the eugenics problem and a thousand 
related problems. 

Yes, the inability to face reality and 
make difficult decisions, that is the salient 
symptom of the liberal disease. Always 
trying to avoid a minor unpleasantness now, 
so that a major unpleasantness becomes 
unavoidable later, always evading any 
responsibility to the future - that is the way 
the liberal mind works. 

Nevertheless, every time the TV camera 
focuses on the pitiful, mutilated corpse of 
some poor girl - or even an FBI agent - 
being pulled from the wreckage, my 
stomach becomes tied in knots and I cannot 
breathe. It is a terrible, terrible task we 
have before us. 

And it is already clear that the controlled 
media intend to convince the public that 
what we are doing is terrible. They are 
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deliberately emphasizing the suffering we 
have caused by interspersing gory closeups 
of the victims with tearful interviews with 
their relatives. 

Interviewers are asking leading questions 
like, “What kind of inhuman beasts do you 
think could have done something like this 
to your daughter?” They have clearly made 
the decision to portray the bombing of the 
FBI building as the atrocity of the century. 

And, indeed, it is an act of unprecedented 
magnitude. All the bombings, arsons and 
assassinations carried out by the Left in 
this country have been rather small-time in 
comparison. 

But what a difference in the attitude of 
the news media! I remember a long string 
of Marxist acts of terror 20 years ago, 
during the Vietnam war. A number of 
government buildings were burned or 
dynamited and several innocent bystanders 
were killed, but the press always portrayed 
such things as idealistic acts of “protest.” 

There was a gang of armed, 
revolutionary Negroes who 
called themselves “Black 
Panthers.” Every time they 
had a shootout with the police, 
the press and TV people had 
their tearful interviews with 
the families of the Black 
gang members who got 
killed - not with the cops’ 
widows. When a Negress who 
belonged to the Communist 
Party helped plan a courtroom 
shootout and even supplied 
the shotgun with which a 
judge was murdered, the 
press formed a cheering 
section at her trial and tried 
to make a folk hero out of 
her. 

Well, as Henry warned the Washington 
Post yesterday, we will soon begin settling 
that score. One day we will have a truly 


American press in this country, but a lot of 
editors’ throats will have to be cut first. 

October 16. I’m back with my old friends 
in Unit 2. These words are being written by 
lantern light in the place they fixed up in 
the loft of their barn for Katherine and me. 
A bit chilly and primitive, but at least we 
have complete privacy. This is the first 
time we’ve had a whole night together by 
ourselves. 

Actually we didn’t come here for a romp 
in the hay but to pick up a load of munitions. 
The fellows from Unit 8 who were sent up 
here last week to find explosives for the 
FBI job were at least partly successful: 
they didn’t get much in the way of bulk 
explosives, and they were too late with 
what they did get, and they nearly got 
themselves killed - but they did acquire 
quite a grab bag of miscellaneous ordnance 
for the Organization. 

They didn’t tell me all the details, but 
they were able to get a 2 1 / 2 -ton truck into 
the Aberdeen Proving Ground, about 25 
miles from here, load it with munitions, 
and get it out again - with the help of one 
of our people on the inside. Unfortunately, 
they were surprised in the act of raiding a 
storage bunker and had to shoot their way 
out. In the process one of them was very 
seriously wounded. 

They managed to elude their pursuers 
and get as far as Unit 2’s farm outside 
Baltimore, and they have been in hiding 
here ever since. The man who was shot 
nearly died from shock and loss of blood, 
but no major organs were damaged and it 
now looks as if he’ll pull through, although 
he’s still too weak to be moved. 

The other two have been keeping 
themselves busy working on their truck, 
which is parked right beneath us. They’ve 
repainted it and made a couple of other 
changes, so it won’t be recognizable 
when they eventually head back toward 
Washington in it. 

They won’t be taking the bulk of their 
munitions back with them, however. Most 
of it will be stored here and used to supply 
units throughout the area. Washington 
Field Command is letting our unit have 
first pick of this material. 

There’s quite an assortment. Probably 


most valuable are 30 cases of fragmentation 
grenades - that’s 750 hand grenades! We’ll 
take two cases back with us. 

Then there are about 100 land mines of 
various types and sizes - handy for making 
booby traps. We’ll pick out two or three of 
those. 

And there are fuses and boosters galore. 
Cases of fuses for bombs, mines, grenades, 
et cetera. And eight spools of detonating 
cord. 

And a case of thermite grenades. And 
lots of other odds and ends. 

And there’s even a 500-lb., general- 
purpose bomb. They made such a racket 



trying to get that onto the truck that a guard 
heard them. 

But we’ll take it back with us. It’s filled 
with about 250 pounds of tritonal, a mixture 
of TNT and aluminum powder, and we can 
melt it out of the bomb casing and use it for 
smaller bombs. 

Katherine and I are both very happy 
we could make this trip together, but the 
circumstances are troubling. George first 
asked Henry and me to go, but Katherine 
objected. She complained that she had not 
yet been given a chance to participate in 
the activities of our unit and, in fact, had 
hardly been outside our two hideouts 
during the last month. She had no intention, 
she said, of being nothing but a cook and 
housekeeper for the rest of us. 

We were all under a bit of tension 
following the big bombing, and Katherine 
came across a bit shrill - almost like a 
women’s fibber. 

(Note to the reader: “Women’s lib” was 
a form of mass psychosis which broke out 
during the last three decades of the Old 
Era. Women affected by it denied their 
femininity and insisted that they were 
“people,” not “women.” This aberration 


was promoted and encouraged by the 
System as a means of dividing our race 
against itself) George hotly protested that 
she was not being discriminated against, 
that her makeup-and-disguise abilities had 
been particularly valuable to our unit, and 
that he assigned tasks solely on the basis of 
how he thought we could function most 
effectively. I tried to smooth things over by 
suggesting that perhaps it would be better 
for a man and a woman to be driving a 
carload of contraband than two men. The 
police have been stopping lots of cars at 
random in the Washington area for searches 
in the last few days. 

Henry agreed with my suggestion, and 
George reluctantly went along with it. I 
am afraid, however, that he suspects that 
at least part of the reason for Katherine’s 
outburst is that she preferred to be with me 
rather than to be left alone for a whole day 
with him. 

We have not flaunted our relationship, 
but it is not likely that either Henry or 
George has failed to guess by now that 
Katherine and I are lovers. That creates a 
rather awkward situation for all of us. 
Completely aside from the fact that George 
and Henry are both healthy males and 
Katherine is the only female among us is 
the problem of Organizational discipline. 

The Organization has made allowances 
for married couples where both man and 
wife are members of a unit, in that husbands 
have veto power over any orders given to 
their wives. But, with that exception, 
women are subject to the same discipline 
as men, and, despite the informality which 
prevails in nearly all units, any infraction of 
Organizational discipline is an extremely 
serious matter. 

Katherine and I have talked about this, 
and, just as we are unwilling to regard our 
growing relationship as purely sexual, 
bearing no obligations, neither are we 
inclined to formalize it yet. For one thing, 
we still have a lot to learn about each other. 
For another, we each have an overriding 
commitment to the Organization and to our 
unit, and we must not lightly do anything 
which might infringe upon that commitment. 

Nevertheless, we’ll have to resolve 
things one way or another pretty soon.

News that doesn’t fit the mold 
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Zimbabwe wants Whites back, Biack farms a joke

The new government of 
Zimbabwe has offered White 
farmers inside and outside the 
country a 99-year lease on their 
properties confiscated during the 
2000-2002 anti-White attacks in 
an effort to restart the agricultural 
sector, which it now admits has 
collapsed after the farms were 
turned over to Blacks. 

According to an article in the 
New Zimbabwe news service, this 
“Government’s message to exiled 
farmers is clear. Come home.” 

Government spokesman Basil Nyabadza 
from the Agricultural and Rural and 
Development Authority advised the news 
service that “Zimbabwean farmers in 
Australia should return to home soil. 


Zimbabwe President Emmerson Mnangagwa has announced 
that Whites will be offered 99-year leases on land if they come 
back to Zimbabwe. 


“We have a lot of capital resource dotted 
around the world, including Australia,” 
Nyabadza said. 

“We are saying, if you are Zimbabwean, 
there is now a real opportunity to come 


back home with your skills and be part of 
the building team.” 

The government is now 
offering 99-year leases to 
White farmers, a deal which 
was previously reserved for 
Black Zimbabweans. 

Government officials now admit the 
campaign of farm invasions that began in 
2000 was a mistake, the report continued. 

“Clearly, the formulas deployed then 
left a lot of bad feeling. More importantly, 
the intellectual property left our borders,” 
Nyabadza said, admitting that agricultural 
production had collapsed despite desperate 
leftist efforts to claim the opposite. 

Thousands of White farmers were forced 
off the land during those invasions, and 


several were murdered by 
the Black mobs, motivated 
by an anti-White bloodlust. 

“Agricultural production dropped 
dramatically and the nation once regarded 
as the bread basket of Africa struggled to 
feed itself,” the New Zimbawe continued, 
adding that the “farm invasions have 
continued over the last 18 years and [new 
president] Mnangagwa was part of the 
government which allowed the seizures to 
continue. 

Trust him? 

“Now farmers who lost everything are 
being asked to take the latest announcement 
in good faith,” the report added. 

According to Zimbabwe’s Daily News, 
at most there are some 300 White farmers 
left in Zimbabwe, down from over 5,000 
before the anti-White attacks. 


New Zimbabwe enriching South Africa’s cuiture 



74% increase in population, not 
“climate change, ” is the cause of 
Cape Town’s water crisis

R.apid overpopulation of the South 
African city of Cape Town by millions of 
Blacks streaming in from other parts of the 
country - which has caused a 74 percent 
increase in the city’s population from 1990 
to 2018 - is the primary cause of the water 
crisis facing that city. 

Controlled media reports ignore this 
massive population increase, hysterically 
insisting “climate change” is the primary 
cause, and that this has caused a drought. 

While there is most certainly a drought 
in South Africa’s Western Cape Province, 
the reality is that there have been many 
droughts before, and Cape Town - located 
on the Atlantic Seaboard - has never 
before actually run out of water. 

In more stable days 

Official figures show that in 1980 
(when Apartheid laws prevented masses of 
Blacks from moving to Cape Town unless 
they had work - the so-called “Pass Laws,” 
properly called “Influx Control”), the city’s 


population was 1.6 million.

In addition, at that time, the White 
government of South Africa had designated 
Cape Town and the Western Cape as a 
“Colored Labor Preference Area” - that is, 
priority in employment was mandated for 
the mixed race inhabitants of the region, 
known as “Cape Coloreds” in South 
African parlance. 

These two measures ensured that the 
Black population of Cape Town and the 
Western Cape remained relatively small. 

However, the abolition of the Influx 
Control law in 1986 - long before the 
official end of Apartheid - and the Colored 


Labor Preference Area” that 
same year, caused the first large 
Black population increase in 
Cape Town. 

By 1990, the city’s population 
had jumped to 2.3 million, and 
from there it skyrocketed, year 
upon year, and, as of 2018, 
stands at over 4 million. 

This means that from 1990 to 
2018, the population increased 
by 74.35 percent, an increase 
which has placed an impossible strain on 
the natural resources of the region. 

The crisis has been severely exacerbated 
also by the “couldn’t care less” attitude of 
the city’s population. 

As pointed out by Cape Town vlogger 
“GershOne,” an intelligent “Cape Colored,” 
only 31 percent of Cape Town residents 
are actually even attempting to save water, 
and the Black population in particular is 
literally pouring water away without a care 
in the world on the streets of the city, as can 
be seen in our online video. 

GershOne also pointed out that the 
government has announced that even when 
- and if - Cape Town’s water is cut off, an 
exception will be made for the Black 


“informal settlements” of Khayelitsha, 
Crossroads, Nyanga and Gugletu. 

In other words, although these areas are 
the worst water wasters, they will not have 
their water cut off; the largely law-abiding 
White population of Cape Town (now down 
to 15 percent of the total) and about half the 
“Cape Colored” population (42 percent of 
the total) will be punished instead. 

Despite the demographics 
speaking for themselves, 
liberal commentators and the 
controlled media continue to 
insist that “climate change” 
has something to do with the 
crisis in Cape Town.

Land of dreamers not yet awake as daylight approaches

July 1, 2015, 32-year-old Kathryn 
Steinle was shot and killed walking on 
Pier 14 in the Embarcadero district of San 
Francisco. Her killer was a convicted 
criminal and a five-times-deported illegal 
alien from Mexico, Jose Zarate. Zarate first 
claimed that he had fired at a sea lion but 
later changed his story and said that the 
gun had gone off when he picked it up after 
finding it wrapped in a cloth beneath a 
bench on which he was sitting at the time. 
The shot ricocheted off a piece of concrete 
and struck Steinle in the back. She died two 
hours later of her injuries. 

The case was a sensation containing as it 
did all the necessary factors: a criminal and 
many-times-deported illegal alien, a young 
and innocent victim and, of great interest in 
these days of demands for gun control, a 
mysterious hand gun.

Department of Justice. It is said, however, 
that prosecution for violations of the City’s 
and State’s gun laws is in the works. But 
whether or not Zarate ever pays for his 
crimes, and they are many, nothing will 
restore life to Kathryn Steinle. 

As a final “icing” on this wretched cake, 
California and the City by the Bay have 
proven more hostile to President Donald 
Trump’s condemnation of the crime and 
the criminal than they ever were against 
Zarate especially given his numerous 
convictions and insistence on returning to 
the United States to commit further mayhem. 
Even Steinle’s father, with whom she was 
walking on the fatal day, spoke out against 
those who wanted justice for the death of 
his daughter.

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Nigerian migrants who escaped Libya restart their iives

X^ife has been challenging 
for Grace Joshua since she ^ 
returned to Lagos from Libya, a 
dangerous transit point many 
Africans pass through in getting 
to Europe. 

Joshua, 32, is one of the 6,000 
Nigerian migrants the Inter¬ 
national Organization for 
Migration (lOM) repatriated to Nigerians 
Nigeria on a chartered flight 
from Libya after reports of endemic abuse 
and modern-day slavery. 

She has been jobless since her arrival in 
Lagos. The joy of returning to Nigeria was 
short-lived by the reality she escaped when 
she left the country in2014:Nojob. 

Joshua left the city for her aunt’s house 
in Ilorin, a central State in Nigeria, to 
escape Lagos’ high cost of living and to 
search for employment opportunities. But 
her luck did not change. 

‘T am not doing anything yet... In the 
whole of Ilorin, it’s only a cereal company 
they have and there’s no work there,” she 
told Al Jazeera. 

Soon she ran out of money. Her efforts 
to get a job and start life anew after enduring 
months of torture and suffering in Libya 
didn’t yield any results. 

Fleeing poverty 

Through connections with human 
traffickers, migrants from Nigeria travel 
through the northern State of Kano to 
Agadez in Niger. Thousands of Nigerians 
then set off through the Sahara desert for 
Libya from Agadez on open cargo vehicles. 

Regardless of their status - either as 
economic migrants or victims of the 
dangerous trafficking business - these 
migrants are all escaping grinding poverty 
and a high rate of unemployment, which 
push irregular migration across the Sahara 
to Libya. 

A recent report from Nigeria’s Bureau 
of Statistics (NBS) said about 16 million 
people out of a total active labor force of 
85 million were unemployed in the third 
quarter of 2017. 

Last year, Ikechukwu Okonkwo left 
Lagos, the country’s commercial capital, for 
Libya because his fish farming business in 
the bustling suburb of Ikotun slowed down. 

“Business was moving slowly and the 
person I learned the business from was 
frustrating me,” he told AlJazeera. 

“I sold off some of my property and 
started the journey. I sold the property for 
720,000 naira [$2,300] and I paid about 
550,000 thousand naira [$1,700] to the 
connection man I met through my brother, 
who is in Italy.” 



say they attempted the perilous journey to find a 
better life in Europe. 

Like many other migrants from Nigeria, 
Okonkwo traveled from Kano to the 
porous border with Niger on a motorcycle. 
With a small bag of clothes, shoes, and a 
water bottle, he made his journey from 
Niger to Libya through the desert. 

He traveled for three weeks, seeing 
many dead bodies covered in the sand, 
trucks stuck in the desert, and stranded 
migrants who had been robbed. 

Upon arrival in Sabha, an oasis city in 
southwestern Libya, Okonkwo had thought 
he’d travel immediately to the coast for the 
second trip across the Mediterranean Sea

into Europe. But a street gang known as the 
Asma Boys kidnapped and imprisoned him 
alongside other migrants - about 15 men. 

“The Asma boys harassed us, demanding 
... 3,000 Libyan dinars [$2,200] before we 
would make headway to the Libyan coast,” 
said Okonkwo. “They call it ‘settlement 
money.’” 

Daring escape 

For five days, Okonkwo received 
continuous beatings by the gang members 
because he couldn’t pay the ransom fee. 
“We were told to call our family in Nigeria 


to demand the money.” 

Okonkwo and his group devised a plan 
to escape by attacking a guard, since they 
didn’t have the ransom the gang demanded. 

“The day we escaped, many Asma Boys 
went out, leaving just two behind. One of 
the guys came to beat us again but I pushed 
the guy down, snatched his gun. Since he 
was alone with us we forced him to open 
the gate for us. We collected the key and 
ran away. It’s only God that saved us 
because we didn’t know where we are 
running to,” Okonkwo said. 

The following week, Okonkwo and 
other migrants left Sahba for the Libyan 
coast through a “connection man.” At 2 AM, 
they embarked on the journey across the 
sea on a flimsy rubber dinghy. 

A few hours into the journey, Okonkwo 
said, a helicopter flew in and began 
hovering over their heads. Libyan 
coastguard vessels soon arrived. 

Okonkwo was taken to a 
Libyan deportation camp, 
where he lived on bread 
and water for four months 
before being released and 
flown back to Nigeria by 
lOM’s humanitarian return 
program. 

“I told God that if I should leave this 
place I will never travel to Libya again. I 
can’t go back to Libya again. All of them 
are wicked,” Okonkwo said, his face 
mottled with contempt. 

Economic reintegration 

In December 2016, the European Union 
Trust Fund for Africa (EUTF) launched 
the EU-IOM joint initiative in 14 African 
countries: Burkina Faso, Cameroon, Chad, 
Cote d’Ivoire, Ghana, Guinea, Guinea 
Bissau, Gambia, Libya, Mali, Mauritania, 
Niger, Nigeria and Senegal. 

In Nigeria, it was launched in May 2017 
with the aim of helping stranded migrants 
in Libya. As part of the reintegration and 
support program, lOM organized a work¬ 
shop on business skills and cooperatives 
for returned migrants in Lagos State. 
Returnees were invited to Lagos and 


lodged in a hotel for the four-day training 
course. 

“The main purpose of this reintegration, 
support and this business skills training is 
to give them an alternative - to stay back 
and resolve one of the push factors, which 
is the economic aspect,” Abraham Tamrat, 
lOM’s program manager, told Al Jazeera. 

“We also provide them with economic 
reintegration that will resolve employment- 
related challenges that might have pushed 
them from the very beginning to follow 
irregular migration.” 

Training on how to start and sustain a 
business in Nigeria was also rolled out, 
lOM collaborating with the government’s 
Small and Medium Enterprises Development 
Agency of Nigeria (SMEDAN). 

“We need to help them identify their 
area of strength, their passion, and be able 
to help them develop businesses in that line 
so that as business goes on the challenges 
of business will not overpower them,” 
SMEDAN representative Sola Dawodu 
said. 

lOM budgeted for just 3,000 migrants, 
but the number of returnees since 2017 is 
6,500. Tamrat said it won’t affect the 
program. 

“What lOM did in response to that in 
Nigeria is to massively upscale its staff 
capacity, so we have triple the staff we 
used to have before, and the support for 
Nigeria is about 50 million euros but it will 
go beyond that now.” 

starting anew 

As the mid-morning sun rises above 
the horizon in Lagos, scores of returned 
migrants - about 90 of them from Edo, 
Delta, Kwara, Osun, Ogun and Lagos 
States - thronged the workshop venue to 
get writing materials and training leaflets. 

“There’s the possibility of surviving in 
this country,” Osita Osemene, lOM’s lead 
trainer for returned migrants, said. “That 
negative energy you used to travel, convert 
it to positive energy and rebuild your life.” 

Grace Joshua is willing to begin anew. 
She’s poised to start off from where she 
stopped in 2014 as a hairdresser. 

“I want to establish my handwork and to 
proceed. I don’t have anything on me but I 
have God,” she said.

Trump’s DACA flipflops have 
allowed a pro-invasion judge to 
block the program’s repeal. U. S. 

President Donald J. Trump’s 
repeated back-and-forth flipflops 
over the Deferred Action for 
Childhood Arrivals (DACA) - 
alternatively opposing and then 
supporting it - have allowed a 
second pro-invasion judge to 
block the executive order that 
made a big show of repealing the policy. 

As reported by Reuters, U. S. District 
Judge Nicholas Garaufis in Brooklyn - A 
Clinton appointee - has ruled that DACA 
cannot end in March as ordered by Trump 
because the reasons the president gave for 
his decision were “too arbitrary and could 
not stand.” 

The judge also ruled the administration 
could eventually rescind the program “if it 
provided sound reasoning.” 

“The question before the court is thus 
not whether defendants could end the 
DACA program, but whether they offered 
legally adequate reasons for doing so,” 


Garaufis wrote in the order. “Based on its 
review of the record before it, the court 
concludes that defendants have not done 
so.” 

Tom and Jerry Show 

In his ruling. Judge Garaufis based his 
decision to keep DACA in place for now 
on the Administrative Procedure Act, 
which forbids the government from acting 
arbitrarily or capriciously in changing 
federal policy. 



He noted lawyers for the government 
had initially claimed that DACA was 
ended out of fear that the program would 
be struck down as illegal, much as a federal 
court in Texas had done in 2015 with a 
similar program known as DAPA, which 
protected the parents of young immigrants. 

Legislating from the bench 

But, Judge Garaufis wrote, “the 
administrative record does not support 
defendants’ contention that they decided to 
end DACA for this reason.” In fact, he 
added, the government had shown “a 
failure to explain their decision” at all. 


Garaufis questioned whether Attorney 
General Jeff Sessions’ views are consistent 
with those of the Trump administration, 
noting there was an obvious contradiction 
between what the attorney general has said 
and the president’s September 5, 2017, 
tweet stating, “Congress now has 6 months 
to legalize DACA (something the Obama 
Administration was unable to do). If they 
can’t, I will revisit this issue!” 

“It is not clear how the President 
would ‘revisit’ the decision to rescind the 
DACA program if the DACA program 
were, as the attorney general has stated, ‘an 
unconstitutional exercise of authority by 
the Executive Branch,”’ Garaufis pointed 
out. 

Dueling tweety birds 

While the government has argued in court 
papers that Trump simply “emphasized the 
need for legislative action,” Garaufis said 
that argument “is unsupported by the text 
of the President’s tweet.” 

The judge ordered the administration 
to process DACA renewal applications on 
the same terms as had been in place before 
the president took his action. The decision 
is identical to the January 9 ruling by 
U. S. District Judge William Alsup in 
San Francisco that DACA must remain in 
place while litigation challenging Trump’s 
decision continues. 

The Trump administration has already 
appealed the January 9 decision, asking 
that the case go straight to the Supreme 
Court, skipping over the 9th Court of 
Appeals, in an effort to end the legal 
challenges as quickly as possible.

Dear Arthur and Shasta, 

Words can hardly describe the joy I felt 
upon receiving your letter of January 8th, 
and the wonderful picture/graphic that you 
created. My heart pretty near burst right 
out of my rib cage. Thank you Arthur for 
all you are doing. I have seen from other 
correspondences that you put together a 
good list of contacts for people to write 
letters to, and that kind of thing. 

For 2-1/2 weeks I heard nothing from 


the outside world, and then suddenly the 
flood of letters started arriving. Oh, my 
goodness, I was in pretty good spirits 
before (all things considered), but receiving 
these letters really lifted my spirits. 

Life for me has simplified, in terms of 
day-to-day. My biggest concerns in the 
first while were about all the logistical stuff 
on the home front. I haven’t been permitted 
a phone call yet, nor a visit, and I have no 
idea if any of my letters to my brother have 
gone through, so of course those logistical 
concerns just stressed me out for awhile. 
But basically I just resigned myself to 
having faith that my friends and family 
would take care of things... 

As I mentioned, life has suddenly become 
quite simple. Time expands and shrinks 
simultaneously. I could write books already 
about the interesting experiences in prison, 
and it seems like a long, long time ago when 
they locked me up. On the other hand, the 
days flow one into the next very quickly, as 
the simple punctuations of daily life go 
round and round. I am keeping healthy and 
well, in mind, body, spirit and heart & soul. 
It is wonderful to know that Truth and 
Light, and indeed God, is with me. I know 
that. 

During my last free night at Alfred’s, I 
had a remarkable dream, in which I was 


walking in a circle, with a bunch of other 
people, all walking rather slowly, heads 
slightly bowed forward, kind of shuffling 
along. Going counterclockwise. After my 
first full day here, I bolted upright in bed 
and gasped, as I realized that what I had 
seen in my dream (3 days earlier) was the 
daily hour outside in the courtyard, the 
‘'Hofgang.'' The circular walk in the dream 
was the same general size as the courtyard 
here, and people walk round and round 
counterclockwise. That was not the first 
time in my life that I was shown something 
in a dream. But it has been rare. 

I can assure you, about that “Hofgang," 
that my head is not bowed, and I am not 
shuffling along. I either go vigorously, or 
sometimes a few of us play ping pong or 
volleyball. We have a lot of laughs and 
good moments. 

I’m in a cell with 4 others. We have our 
moments, sometimes difficult, but mostly 
okay, and sometimes good conversations. 
Sleep is sometimes hard to come by as we 
have one vigorous snorer. Earplugs don’t 
work so well - Oh, well - This time shall 
pass. 

I pray that you are both well.

Sorry Mom; I was wrong about the Holocaust

\Jn her Facebook page, Alberta, Canada 
resident Monika Schaefer lists herself as a 
self-employed violin instructor. 

In the first five seconds of her video 
titled “Sorry Mom, I was wrong about 
the Holocaust,” the former Green party 
candidate is shown deftly playing the 
violin. 

However, it’s not her violin playing but 
what she says in the video that is gamering 
all of the attention.

Less than three minutes into the video

Paradox 

Pity the Chosenites; they’ve shortened it 
down to Kosher correctness, every dish the 
latest recipe that all of us should eat and 
like. Cowardice, thy name is deception. A 
worldwide menace, their singular fixation 
on doing away with diversity in the name 
of diversity tells us we’re dealing with sick 
people.

In 1958, Dr. Ed Fields had given us his 
alternate newspaper The Thunderbolt from 
Marietta, Georgia, to be followed in 1989 
by The Truth At Last. Willis Carto founded 
The Spotlight on Pennsylvania Avenue in 
the District of Corruption, which became 
American Free Press in 2001. He launched 
as well The Barnes Review, a bi-monthly 
magazine in 1994. Don Wassail gave us 
The Nationalist Times in 1985. Jerre Kneip 
introduced The Free Press from Kerrville, 
Texas, 25 years ago. The First Freedom 
coming along in 1999, “Butch” Stanko’s 
The Stampede out of Gordon, Nebraska, in 
2013. Then there’s The Crusader, Pastor 
Thomas Robb’s KKK paper published in 
Harrison, Arkansas, plus many others too 
numerous to name here. Visit the Southern 
Puberty Lechery Center (SPLC) website 
for that Kosher hate kibbutz’s more ample 
catalog of our “hate groups.” 

Today’s alternate media have naturally, 
out of dire necessity, evolved into greater 
prominence. Those who instigate wars by 
guile suddenly find the military industrial 
complex can no longer play all people for 
suckers. 

Yet they won’t cease trying, doubling 
their bets, vying. Challenged to account for 
his sins, Stalin replied derisively: “How 
many divisions does the Pope have?” With 
the passing of such would-be gods as FDR 
and fellow traveler Uncle Joe Stalin, stone 
images of the same tyrants remain no more 
standing; just like Communism’s promised 
paradise on earth, they ’re gone. What we 
now see is that stalwarts Robert E. Lee, 
Stonewall Jackson, Jefferson Davis and, 
yes, Randy Weaver survive not in statues, 
nothing beyond truthful accounts of their 
deeds, because they were and are right, the 
principle for which these men contended 
being ineradicable. 

The alternate media revealed how U. S. 
Ambassador April Glaspie had set up Iraqi 
President Saddam Hussein by telling him 
we had no objection to his re-annexing that 
Nation’s former colony Kuwait. Then, as 
he entered the trap, “our” NY-DC Axis - 
nominally administered by U. S. President

Operation Desert Shield.

Any Church, State or corporation 
of whatever kind may function under this 
new world order of federal grants, licenses 
and cowardly submission, which excludes 
Branch Davidians, Randy Weavers and the 
alternate media. 

That Axis, in seeking other “terrorists” 
than its mediacracy’s rivals to attack before 
coming back to “gef ’ the alternate media, 
stirred up friction between Serbia and its 
Kosovo district, bombing Belgrade at the 
time while incarcerating Serbian President 
Slobodan Milosevic without trial until his 
death after having “pacified” the formerly 
sovereign republic in March 2006.
